Sechelt School-- everend Father McCaffrey's 
reply was n tisfactory as I would have wished, 
as he was o opinion that it would be a mistake 
to give Coas Mdians any technical education as it 
might induce“them to migrate to the more populous 
centres where they would have to compete with white 
labour. He is of the opinion, however, that a 
properly equipped plant for the repair and making of 
shoes for the pupils would serve a useful purpose. 
Father McCaffrey, however, is a new man in the 
Indian work and what I have seen of him leads me to 
conclude that he is more studious than practical. 

In view of the attitude of this School, I am of the 
opinion that no manual training equipment should be 
purchased as the phase of technical education at 
present being dealt with has reference to manual 
training only. Possibly next year the Principal 
may become possessed with a broader vision.

Vocational Training: 


The Principal informs me that he could not 
afford to pay the salary of a Manual Training Instructor. 
There is a Shoe Shop, containing one Singer machine. In 
this shop, the repairs to all the shoes are made. Half 
soles and heels are put on by the boys under instruction. 
(his work seems to me to be satisfactory. The boys do 
some garden work. 


In the Sewing Room, there are six machines in 
good condition. The girls make their own dresses, knit, 
sew, mend, darn, and do fancy work. They also, of course, 
learn to clean, cook, bake, and wash. ‘This work shows 
when the girls leave school in cleaner homes, better food, 
and home made clothes. ‘The crochet, fancy work, tatting 
and knitting that I saw were excellent. 
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Ottawa, July 16, 1931. 
Sir: 


I have to inform you that the Sechelt Indian 
Residential School is one of the few of our institutions 
in British Columbia where manual training is not given 
proper prominence. In 1928, when the Department 
equipped most of the residential schools and arranged a 
grant towards the cost of a manual training instructor, 
the Rev. Principal was so doubtful about the advis- 
ability of special training, that the Departmen’. did 
not take any action in the case of this school. Mr. 
Inspector Barry's most recent report states the Rev. 
Principal at Sechelt informed him that he could not 
afford to pay the salary of a manual training instruc- 
tor. It appears that o garden work andi shoe 
repairing are undertaken by the boys. 


The Department wishes you to discuss this 
question with the Rev. Principal at the first oppor- 
tunity. Inform him that we will pay $50 a month 
towards the cost of a qualified manual training 
instructor and will supply, not only the equipment 
required for the purpose, but lumber for woodworking 
ami other materials from time to time. You will 
Please report the result of your efforts.

Sir: 


With further reference to your letter of 
the 10th ultimo regarding manual training for Sechelt 
School, the Principal advises me that it wi}l be necessary 
to make alterations in the school to accommodate the work- 
shop end if the material is supplied, the School workman 
will do the work free. I have obtained figures for this, 
which with windows and doors will amount to $102.35. It is 
proposed to have the benches and cupboards made by the boys 
under the manual training instructor's supervision, the 
cost of this lumber, etc. being $36.50. There will be a 
small additional cost for the Dench screws so that the total 
for the room, benches and cupboards will be approximately 
$150.00. Stock henches complete with screws cost §40.00 
each so a considerable saving will be effected in having 
them made. 


I asked Mr.Tebb to give me a list of 
articles considered necessary for the pupils, and the en- 
closed was submitted by him. Part of the list shows what 
each pupil will need, part shows what each pair of pupils 
can use together and the balance shows the tools for general 
use. I have had no previous experience with manual training 
in Indian schools, but Mr.Tebbd appears to understand what is 
required so I submit the list as sent in by him. I obtained 
prices from three hardware firms on the patronsge list 
and the total for these articles, firuring on 4” class of 
twelve, will amount to approximately 4250.00 according to the 
lowest tender. In compliance with your instructions, I also 
obtained prices on wood to be used in the manual training 
class and this amounted to 440.00.

letter of the 20th ultimo saying that School Inspector 
Barry reports that some lumber is certainly required 
for construction of various articles and that “owing 
to lack of suitable material, old boxes have to be 
used" and also recommending pine. 


I wish Mr.Barry would report facts instead 
of such nonsense as this. 


I have just visited both the Reverend 
Principal and the manual training instructor, Mr.Tebb, 
who were surprised at such statements. 


The pupils were allowed to make various 
articles outside of the regular instruction, but under 
supervision, on condition that they found their own 
lumber and they used box lumber or anything else. They 
have the privilege of selling these articles. They make 
sleds and other toys out of boxes it is true, but not 
through shortage of lumbere 


Mr.Teodb says he hoped to finish the term 
with what he received in the last shipment but will pro- 
bably run short and was preparing a list although he 

says very little pine, if any, should be included on 
account of expense and also because after the Indians 
leave school they will seldom use pine, and it is better 
to train them to meet conditions as they exist on the 
Reserves, that is why he uses no machinery in instructing.

As I was instrumental in getting manual 
training started in the two residential schools and one of 
the day schools in this Agency, it is scarcely likely that 
I should allow the good work to be injured by lack of materiale 


Mr.Barry's reports both in this matter and

\ When Mr.Phelan was in British Columbia 
yooentis I mentioned to him that the Rev.Father Fahlman, 
he new Principal at Sechelt Residential School, had 
written the manual training instructor asking for his 
resignation. This was in line with Father Fahlman's 
action with all the staff. I understood Mr;Phelan to 
gay he would advise Father Fahlam that Mr.Tebbd's appoint- 
ment was made by Order-in-council, but apparently Mr. 
Phelan 414 not do s0. 


I asked Father Fahlman whether he had 
any complaint against Mr.Tebb and apparently there is 
none. Mr.Tebdb's work at both Sechelt and Squamish Schools 
has been most satisfactory, and I do not think he should 
be dismissed merely because Father Fahlman is discharging 
all his own staff, including the Sister who has been there 
since the School opened many years ago. 


Sechelt School in my opinion was very 
efficiently run, and the standard of work done by the 
pupils was high so this wholesale dismissal of the staff is 
not understandable. 


I regret to say that I have been entirely 
ignored by the Reverend Principal in his management of the 
School and believe he has the opinion that the Department has 
no connection with it except to pay the grant. 


I enclose herewith copy of the notice 
received from the Reverend Principal. Mr.Tebb complained 
that manual training tools were taken by members of the new 
staff and used by them and I instructed Mr.Tebb that all tools 
should be kept under lock and key, when not in use. Father 
= has taken the keys and Mr.Tebb has no access to the 
oolBe 


I have instructed Mr.Tebb not to send in 
his resignation and respectfully request your approval of 
this action and Father Fahlman advised accordingly.

It was necessary to-day to send you a night 
letter as follows:- 


"Reference last paragraph my letter twenty-second 
"{nstant re manual training Sechelt School. 
"Principal refuses allow Tebb to instruct or 
"access to manual training room although advised 
"of Tebb's status Stop No classes held this 
"term Stop Principal operates school from 
"Mission seventy-five miles away visiting Sechelt 
"occasionally." 


After school re-opened Mr.Tebbd telephoned me 
that the manual training building was locked and Father 
Pahlman refused to allow him access te it. I telephoned 
Father Fahlman explaining that Mr.Tebb was appointed by 
the Department and paid by you and not from his grant and 
gathered from him that the matter was settled but Father 
Fahiman still denies Mr.Tebb entry and has not sent any 
classes for training. 


I regret to have this difficulty but Sechelt 
School is not maintaining its former high standing. Father 
Fahlman is seldom at Sechelt. He apparently makes his 
headquarters at Mission--which is over seventy-five miles 
away by sea and land, leaving the School to be operated by 
the staff. A few years ago this lack of superintendence 
by the Principal resulted in serious trouble. A brother 
who was left in charge was handcuffed by the village Indians 
and more serious trouble was averted with difficulty. I do 
not wish to see this School revert to those conditionse 


The School has hitherto exhibited at the annual 
Vancouver Exhibition and the work of its pupils has always 
been most favourably commented upon by the public. Mr. 
Tebdb also had considerable manual training to exhibit 
this year including a boat, but through Father Fahlman's 
action in locking him out, and his apparent indifference to 
school affairs in general, no exhibit was received this year 
from Sechelt. 


I had hoped that when Father Fahlman was appointed 
principal he would co-operate with me in school matters, but 
he seems to look upon the School as a private institution. 


I visited the school two or three times, but even

Replying to your letter of the 31st 
ultimo regarding the Yanueal Training Instructor at Sechelt 
School, the last sentence in the same is not understood. 


It will be difficult to replace Mr.Tebbd 
under the arrangements now in existence. He instructs 
one day a week at Squamish School which involves three 
days' travel at his expense. No other person could 
handle the two schools in this way 4s Mr.Tebdbd has & 
residence in Vancouver and Sechelt and is willing to 
divide his time in this way without cost to the Departmente 
His work at both places is most satisfactory. He is an 
expert boat-builder which is the principal work to be 
done in my estimation. There has never been any question 
as to his competence to instruct and undoubtedly the 
Reverend Principal merely desires to bring in some one from 
outside the district 88 has been done in the boiler room 
where his young nephew replaced the former man. This 
position is inside the School and no objection was made 
although I believe the new man has no papers as an engineer, 
but the manual training is separate from the school and 
classes are held in another building. 


The whole trouble I have no doubt is 
because Mr.Tebb refused to allow the young man referred to, 
and other employees of the School, to use manual training 
tools whenever they wished, and it was upon my instructions 
they were forbidden to remove these tools. If we are to 
have no control in such matters, I can not be held responsible 
if in a short time we have to replace the manual training 
tools at large expense.

I think the Department is making 4 mistake in 
this matter, and it is very disheartening that an Agent 
is not supported. Father Fahiman is new to the work 
and has yet to show that he is going to make a success 
of the School - so far the rewerse is indiented. Already 
I am receiving complaints that the children are not being 
fed nearly so well as formerly; the Indians soon notice 
it and report it to their parents. Apart from that, Mr. 
Tebb was recommended because of his peculiar fitness for 
instruction, especially in boat-building, which is the 


medn work, ip my opiasees in Snip and Boat pullaiy 

so he knows considerably more than the Principal about 

his work. Sechelt is a small community, and it will be 
interesting to see who Father Fahlman hé@s in mind as 
instructor. He dismissed the Sisters and the boiler-room 
fireman (an old and faithful Frenchman, with a family, who 
had been there a long time) and put his young nephew in 
his place. 


These changes are not being made for efficiency 
reasons, but to satisfy personal inclinations. If Mr.Tebb's 
services were not satisfactory, I should quickly report 
it to you, but no man's work should be dependent upon 
personalities of this Kind. I do not think there are 
any strained relations at all; H#ather Fahlman simply 
ceased sending any pupils to the Manual training Building, 
without giving any reasons, except that he was "making 
changes in the staff". Tebb is scarf#eely a member of the 
staff, he goes to the school one day a week, and never 
enters the main school building. 


If the Department wishes any more information, I 
map add that this trouble started because Tebb refused 
to allow the young nephew referred to, to use the Manual 
Training tools for oda jobs. 


If this young fellow is appointed instructor, so 
that the amount paid quarterly to Tebb is paid to him, I 
hope the Yepartment will ask for his qualificntions, if 
the Department still has any control in these matters of 
personnel. 


It is becoming rather obscure as to what an Indian 
Agent's duties are regarding Residential Schools. Sechelt 
School was worked up to a high state of efficiency, cleanli- 
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ness and good treatment of the pupils, and I always 
received fullest co-operation from the former Principal, 


so it is rather disheartening to see these changes being 
made by a Principal who, after all, spends little time 
at the School.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter of 
the 17th instant regarding the manual training instruc- 
tion at Sechelt Residential School, and to enclose here- 
with a voucher for ¥75.00 in Mr.Tebb's favour. He re- 
ported every day on which classes should have been held, 
this meant a three-mile walk and loss of at least half a 
day, and this amount represents one-half the amount he 
should have earned. After losing this time, the Reverend 
Principal commenced sending classes to him again, and ask- 
ed him to give extra instruction so as to catch up on lost 
time. 

With regard to your enquiry as to nomination of 4 
successor, I have repeatedly asked for this, so far with- 
out success. I shall make further enquiry and report later. 
My opinion is,as mentioned in @ previous letter, that the 
Reverend Principal proposed having his nephew, the boiler- 
room man, do this work, but since a qualified man is re- 
quired, he, of course, cannot be nominated. 


Personally I think it will be difficwlt to find 
another man in such a small community as Sechelt; in 
fact, I know there is no one who can teach boat-building 
which I expected to become the chief aim of the instruction 
so that these pupils could learn to build their own fish 
boats instead of buying them from the Japanese. 


This whole scheme has been wrecked by petty inter- 
ference. I asked the “everend Principal recently what 
friction there had been between himself and Mr.Tebb, and 
he said there was no friction, but he thought Mr .Tebb 
could not control the boys. This has hever been mentioned 
before, and I do not see how such a complaint could be made 
from my observation of the manual training class-rooms 
both at Sechelt and Squamish.

I beg to forward herewith copy of a letter 
received from Reverend Father Fahlman, 0.M.I., principal 


of Sechelt Indian Residential School, (It is, dated 
December 10th 1935, which, however, is evidently a 


mistake, as it was only received this morning. It was 
probably meant for January 10th 1936). 


The Reverend Principal was requested several 
times to send in the names of applicants for this position 
but as usual he chooses to absolutely ignore Departmental 
instructions, and cayeeee a man without any reference to 
the Department at all. 


There is only one conclusion, and that is that 
we are to have absolutely nothing to do with the School 
(which is being run as 4 private institution by the Rev- 
erend Father Fahlman), except pay him for operating it. 


I beg to refer you to your letters of November 
15th (File 167-18-11) paragraph 3, and December 17th, 
paragraph 2, which are quite clear, but were completely 
ignored by thé Reverend Principal. I strongly object to 
his attitude and the manner in which he studiously ignores 
the Department in all things connected with the School. 


If these things were being done for the good of 
the School, I should heartily support them. Morley told 
me, as long ago as last June or July, that Mr.Tebb was 
leaving the School, so it is quite evident that the whole 
thing has been engineered long ago. Mr. Morley is a 
commercial artist by trade, not a carpenter or boat-builder 
and his only experience has been in helping his father 
build a few summer cottages. 


I shall not forward vouchers for this man unless 
you advise me to do so, 4s he has not been approved by the 
Department. Personally I think if the Reverend Principal 
wishes to employ this class of instructor, he should pay 
him out of the regular grant, which is already more than 


sufficient.

No doubt, Mr. Ball conveyed the Department's 
inotructione to you, but, as yet, no such information has been 
received. I also quote, for your information, the last par- 
agraph of official letter of Noverxber 15th, addresved to Very 
Reve J. Seannell, Ol .1ei- 


“The Agent is being requested to have the Prin- 
cipal nominate the services of a fully qualified 
instructor, to replace ir. Tebb after December 3let. 
The Departnent will expect that the person nominated 
by the Principal will have the necessary quali ficat- 
ions and experience." 


In his recent letter, ir. Ball writes regerding lr. 
vorley: 
"He ie a commercial artist by trade, not a 
cerpenter or boat builder, and hie only experience 
has been in helping his fether build a few summer 
cottages." 


In view of Mre Ball's report, the Department does 
net consider that ir. Morley has sufficient qualifications to 
act as manual training inetructor of the Sechelt Indian 
Residential School, and, consequently, we are not prepared 
to allow a grant to the school for his services. 


As stated a pene correspondence, the Dopertpent 


is quite pocparee to allow you to nominate the manual ining 
inetructor, t we muet ineist that the man nominated by you 
holds the requisite qualifications and has had the necessary 
experience. Otherwise, the expenditure of public funde for 
the purpose will be wasted. I regret that lir. Agent Ball ie 
under the impression that you do not wish to cooperate with 
hin as fully as the Department expecte principosle of Indian 
recidential echools to do. The best results can only be ob- 
tained by all our officers working in harmony.

I beg to advise that the Reverend Principal of 
Sechelt Residential School has applied for the manual 
training instructor, Mr. Morley, to be placed on full time 
at the school so that he can do carpentry and other work 
around the school premises. At present he is paid 35.00 
per day for classes held, averaging 50.00 per monthe 
There are approximately forty boys at the school, the 
primary classes not receiving manual training instruction. 


While Mr. Morley's services as manual trainimé 
instructor are satisfactory to the school, it will be 
recalled that I objected to his employment because he was 
not qualified to instruct in boat-building, which in my 
opinion is important for coast Indians. Mr. Morley is 
no dowbt useful in repair work sround the school, staff 
houses, barns and other buildings. Whether this can be 
ineluded in his work as manual training instructor is 
for the Department to decide. 


The Reverend Principal, Father Cornell, has 
done excellent work in bringing this school to its 
present high standard in so short a time.

As you are no doubt aware this man's salary 
is paid from the B. C. Special Appropriation which 
is intended for special expenditures. It would not 
be possible to consider paying Mr. Morley a salary 
from this Appropriation for doing minor repair work 
at the school as services of this nature should be 
supplied by the school staff. Under these cirous- 
stances it is not possible for the Department to 
favourably consider the request of the Reverend 
Principal of the Sechelt Residential School. 


I have carefully noted the contents of the

I have to refer to Mr. Hoey's letter of the 6th ultimo 
in the matter of the appointment of Mr. E. J. Henderson as 
Manual Training Instructor at Sechelt Indian Residential School. 


The question of procedure in such appointments was dis- 
cussed with Inspector Barry, and I quote hereunder excerpts from 
his report to me regarding same: 


" Manual Training is part of the curriculum in 
almost all of our Indian Residential Schools in B.C. 
Manual Training Instructors are appointed, as are 
x all other members of the school staff, by the 
a Principal of the school, without any particular 
reference of the matter either direct to Ottawa or 
indirectly through your own office. 


9 Ever since my own appointment as Inspector of 
Schools and probably for years before that it has 
been understood that while the appointment of the 
Principal of an Indian Residential School, on the 
nomination of the Church concerned, is subject to 
the final approval of the Department in Ottawa, the 
appointment of members of the school staff in these 
schools is a matter for the Principal alone. It is 
true that when a member of the school staff is 
reported on adversely the Department has as & gen~ 
eral rule upheld my own findings and requested the 
Principal to make a change to remedy the adverse 
conditions reported on by me. This in no way in- 
validates the general rule that the Principal is 
alone responsible for appointments to and dismissals 
from his staff.

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In conclusion I may say for the information 
of the Department that I was not informed of the 
vacancy for a Manual Training Instructor at 
Sechelt. I know nothing of the qualifications 
of Mr. E.J. Henderson of Vancouver though I have 
on file particulars of a Mr. Re Henderson, Manu- 
al Training Instructor, of Vancouver, and for some 
time at St. George's Indian Residential School, 
Lytton, who would be quite unsuitable for the 
Sechelt appointment. 

e Under the circumstances I would recommend 
that the Reverend Principal of the Sechelt 

Indian Residential School be permitted to exercise 
his undoubted privilege in appointing a Manual 
Training Instructor of his own choice. I do not 
consider that the Department should go on record 
at this stage and in any way restrict the actions 
of the Reverend Principal. 

L When the Sechelt Indian Residential School is 
next inspected, and this will be before Christmas 
if I can manage it, a full report will of course 
be made on the Manual Training. 

bag Should my report on the above training be 
adverse the Department would no doubt take steps 


to have the school authorities make a change in 
the staff." 


The Reverend Principal of Sechelt School in engaging 
Mr. Henderson was simply exercising a right which has been 
recognized and approved by the Department for many years and 


which applies in all our Indian Residential Schools in British 
Columbia. 


Inspector Barry will report on Mr. Henderson's work 
as Manual Training Instructor, following the forthcoming 
inspection of Sechelt Residential School.

I beg to refer to your letter of October 19th authoris- 
ing the purchase of lumber and equipment for the Manual Training 
Division of the Sechelt Indian Residential School. The applica- 
tion for these materials was made by the Reverend Principal of 
the School and was endorsed and forwarded direct to the Depart- 
ment by Mr. Indian Agent Ball. 


The requisition calls for a large quantity of hardwoods 
and I doubt if the Department took into consideration the costs 
involved when the application was approved. Quotations have been 
received for all the soft woods and about one-quarter of some of 
the hard woods applied for, and the lowest estimate received was 
$345.64. The tools and hardware will cost approximately $115.00 
so that the total cost with a considerable reduction in the amount 
of the hard woods would be approximately $460.00. 


I think it is a mistake to purchase expensive hard woods 
for the Manual Training Division of our Schools. The Indians 
will not have these woods available to them on their Reserves, 
and I am satisfied that if they are trained to work with the 
native woods of the Province that the aim of such training will be 
met equally as well as if expensive hard woods were used. Before 
placing the order I should appreciate your further instructions 
in this matter.

months when the school was closed. ‘The Reverend Prin- 
cipal is now perplexed because he thought such statutes 
as the Minimum Wege end Workmen's Compensation Acts did 
not apply to the school, and in case of injury to the 
manuel trainer, he is afraid the school would have to 
pay him compensation. 

Personslly I consider he would be apvered by the 
Dominion Government Workmen's Compensation Act, but I 
would be glad of your advice so that the Reverend Prin- 
cipal mey rest sssyred on thet point.

(AMENDMENT). 


CHAPTER 65. 


An Act to amend the “ Workmen’s Compensation R.S.0.0, 1996, ¢, 912; 
Act.” adi 


[Assented to 30th November, 1939.] 


| IS MAJESTY, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Legislative Assembly of the Province of British Columbia, 
enacts as follows :— 


1. This Act may be cited as the “ Workmen’s Compensation short title. 
Act Amendment Act, 1939.” 


2. Section 8 of the “ Workmen’s Compensation Act,” being Amends s. 8. 
chapter 312 of the “ Revised Statutes of British Columbia, 1936,” 
is amended by striking out subsection (6), and substituting 
therefor the following :— 

“(6.) A workman who becomes disabled from uncompli- 
eated silicosis or from silicosis complicated with tuberculosis 
on or after the first day of January, 1936, shall be entitled to 
compensation for total or partial disability as provided by this 
Part; and where death results from such disability the depen- 
dents of such workman shall be entitled to compensation as 
provided by this Part; but neither a workman nor his dependents 
shall be entitled to compensation for such disability or death 
unless the workman :— 

“(a.) Has been a resident of this Province for a period of 
at least three years last preceding his disablement; 
and 

“(b.) Was free from silicosis and tuberculosis before 
being first exposed to dust containing silica in the 
metalliferous-mining industry in this Province; and 

“(e.) Has been a workman exposed to dust containing silica 
in the metalliferous-mining industry in this Province 
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CHapP. 65 WoRKMEN’S COMPENSATION 3 @ 6

for a period or periods aggregating three years pre- 
ceding his disablement; and 
Has been a workman in the metalliferous-mining in- 
dustry in this Province for at least three months in 
the five years last preceding: his disablement; and 
Has filed a claim for compensation while employed 
in the metalliferous-mining industry in this Province, 
or within five years after the date of leaving such 
employment in this Province, and in any case within 
one year after the date on which he became disabled: 
“ Provided that if it is proved that the workman has been ex- 
posed to the inhalation of dust containing silica elsewhere than 
in this Province, the amount of compensation payable shall be 
reduced by the proportion that the period he has worked else- 
where than in this Province so exposed bears to the total period 
he has worked so exposed.” ’ 


Enacts subsee. (3), 8. Section 71 of said chapter 312 is amended by adding thereto 
i the following :— 

“(3.) The Board, subject to the approval of the Lieutenant- 
Governor in Council, may establish and maintain a fund, to be 
known as the ‘ Superannuation Fund,’ for the payment of super- 
annuation allowances to its employees or of allowances upon the 
disability or death of its employees, by contributions from the 
employees of the Board and from the Accident Fund; and, sub- 
ject to the like approval, may determine the amounts of super- 
annuation or other allowances and the conditions upon which 
they may be paid and the persons to whom they may be paid;

(a.) By striking out the words “one hundred” in the third 
line of subsection (1), and substituting therefor the words “ one 
hundred and twenty-five ” 

(b.) By striking out the word “ thirty-five’ in the third line 
of clause (a) of subsection (2), and substituting therefor the 
word “ forty” 

(c.) By striking out the word “ thirty-five ” in the third line of 
clause (b) of subsection (2), and substituting therefor the word 
“ forty; and by striking out the word “ sixty-five" in the sixth 
line thereof, and substituting therefor the word “ seventy ”: 

(d.) By striking out the word “ sixty-five’ in the seventh line 
of clause (e) of subsection (2), and substituting therefor the 
word “ seventy.” 
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CHAP. G7 WORKMEN'S COMPENSATION 2 cu. 
(AMENDMENT). 


Amends 5, 17. #. Section 17 of said chapter 312 is amended by striking out 
subsections (2) and (3) thereof, and substituting therefor the 
following :— 

“(2.) Where by reason of the payment of such lesser sum to 
alien dependents residing outside of the Dominion there remains 
an undistributed accumulation of money in the reserve pro- 
vided, the Board shall pay compensation therefrom to dependent 
widows and children residing in the Dominion as follows :— 

“(a.) An additional sum to each dependent widow to increase 
her compensation up to the monthly sum of forty 
dollars: 

“(b.) The sum of seven dollars and fifty cents monthly for 

each dependent child under the age of sixteen years 
and for each dependent invalid child over that age, 
who, by reason of the limitations fixed by the Act, are 
not receiving the compensation to which they would 
otherwise be entitled, and where the dependents are 
children without any widow or invalid widower, in 
payment of fifteen dollars monthly for each dependent 
child under the age of sixteen years and for each 
dependent invalid child over that age, who, by reason 
of the limitations fixed by the Act, are not receiving 
the compensation to which they would otherwise be 
entitled: 
The compensation herein provided shall be in lieu of 
all right to compensation to which any person may be 
entitled from the accumulation provided under subsec- 
tion (1) of this section.”

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter of the 
26th ultimo and to enclose herewith copy of the Workmen's 
Compensation Act as requested. 


The new Principal at Sechelt Indian Residential School 
advised me that he made 4 settlement with the Manual Trai ning 
Instructor, whose name igSfanton, rather than have any publicity 
about it, but did not tell me what he settled for, and he hes 
peen replaced by a Mr.O'Grady, brother of Rev,Father O'Grady, 
so there will be no similar difficulties with him. 


Originally the Manual Training Instructor was an 
outside man who went to the School for the requisite number of 
hours per month. This was a clear-cut arrangement leaving 
no doubt or ambiguity as to his duties. When Rev.Fr.Fahlman 
was meade Principal he changed the system, dismissi ng the 
instructor and employing another man who did other work around 
the school, for which they paid him extra wages, in addition to 
board and room, from the school grant. I do not think this 
system is altogether satisfactory, but it has apparently been 
approved by the Department. 


There are two ways of viewing the metter. the School 
authorities ssy the boys get practical instruction when repairing 
buildings or erecting chickenhouses, tool sheds, stables, etc. 
and this is more valuable than purely instructional work in 
the class room. On the other hand, the pupils do not receive 
the individuel instruction in fine workmanship and use of tools 
while working on practical jobs. In the class room they 
usually meke tables, writing desks, ornamental boxes, chairs, 
ete. where joints, etc. have to be exact, whereas in the practical 
work the idea is to get the job done as quickly as possible. The 
{deal instruction, of course, would be a combination of the tw. 


My personal view, which counts for nothing nowadays, 
is that the most valuable instruction our Coast pupils can re- 
ceive in manual training is in boat-building, but they receive 
none. There are boat at Sechelt School built by the pupils 
under a former instructor, but the past few instructors could 
not build boats. In some Agencies, the Indians compete with the 
Japanese in boat-building, and the School is the proper place to 
start instruction in this craft. I know of nothing more valuable 
to Indians from fishing communities than building their own boats. 
However, this is beside the point in question, which has apparently 
been settled, and the Reverend Principal does not want it dis- 
cussed further.

I have your letter of the 9th instant 
with reference to our manual training programme. 


The manual training progremme which we are 
trying this year is only being used in the 
residential schools in the Province of Alberta. 
We are obtaining monthly reports on these schools 
and are checking them very closely so that we can 
ascertain if any adjustments in the programme 
are necessary in order to make it as effective 
as possible. It is not our intention to extend 
the programme this year to the schools in any 
other parts of the Dominion. Under these circun- 
stances we do not consider it advisable to 
request you to follow our programme at present. 
Manual training work has been carried out at the 
Sechelt School for several years and I feel 
certain that reasonable progress is being made. 
At the end of the current academic year we 
intend to give the whole matter very careful 
consideration and decide at that time to what 
other provinces we will extend the programme 
for the academic year 1942-43.

Keplying to your letter of the 24th ifstant advising 
me that the Yepartment refuses to supply certain power tools 
to Sechelt Indian Hesidential School for manual training, I 
had the same opinion until recently - viz. that the boys would 
not have power tools on their Reserves; however, on several 
occasions lately, employers at mills and small boat-building 
places have told me that Indian employees do not know how to 
use such tools and have to be taught before they can expect to 
earn wages. That is an angle which I had overlooked and 
possibly it has not occurred to the Department. 


Perhaps if this was mentioned to them, they might 
reconsider their decision, although they will probably not 
entertain any such suggestion from a mere field man.

I would refer to your letter of the 17th instant, 
file 167-18-11, advising that the Department does not favour, 
at the present time, supplying power tools for Sechelt Indian 
Residential School. 


In this connection, I enclose herewith for your in- 
formation Mr. Indian Agent Ball's letter of the 25th instant 
advising that the lack of knowledge of handling such tools by 
Indians at the coast is necessitating their being trained to do 
so by industries in which they are being employed, 


In the absence of Commissioner MacKay he writer would 
advise that there may be some misunderstanding’ ef,.the type of 
Indians who are being trained in our Residential Schools at the 
coast and it is thought that the enclosed photographs taken in 
connection with my inspection of the Cowichan Agency in 1942 may 
be of interest in this connection. One of these will show the 
Chief of the Esquimalt Reserve outside his boathouse standing 
beside a bandsaw which he has improvised from Ford truck wheels 
and using an old car engine for power. At the time of my visit 
the Chief was repairing a very large boat of the tug type for a 
white concern, this involving the use of heavy sawn timbers, 
mostly curved. It will be noticed from the photograph that the 
Chief is quite an old man and not the young ex-pupil type that 
would be expected to require such power tools. Indians up and 
down the coast are beginning to find the advantage of such 
machinery. 
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I also enclose photographs of some typical homes in 
the Cowichan Agency, which is not by any means outstanding 
on the coast in this respect, which would indicate that these 
Indians are rapidly passing the whipsaw stage. 


The foregoing is not in any way intended to minimize 
the necessity of young Indians being thoroughly instructed in 
the use of hand tools.

This work is carried on in an upstairs room 
which is far from satisfactory. A modern industrial 
arts room on the ground fldor should be provided. These

About 90 chickens, Wyandotte, Barred Rocks, and Leghorns. 
Many of these are dying. The chicken houses 
on Indian Reserve lands are old and I consider 
full of disease, lice, etc. Many of the 
chickens are, I believe, suffering from white 
diarrhea. ‘The only thing that could be done 
in this case is to build new houses for the 
small chickens and to burn the old houses. 
Many of the old birds should be killed. 


Milk is bought in the form of fresh cream. Water is added. 
Twenty-five pounds of this cream are bought per week. I am 
informed that the children get over one cup of this milk per 
day. Eggs are also bought to the extent of a case (30 dozen) 
per week. 


All the feed has to be bought for the cows. They use one 
ton of hay per month, with straw and oats in addition. The 
hay costs $26 per ton, with an extra $4.50 for freight.

School is having diffioulty in obtaining an adequate supply 
of milk for the pupils. The boat leaves Vancouver three 
times a week but there is a break from Friday to Tuesday 
and in the soft climate at Sechelt, milk does not keep. 
The Principal, Rev. F.Maillard, says they have two cows, 
one a fairly good milker but the other is fifteen years old 
and is poor. He has requested me to write you and inquire 
whether two Jersey cows could be supplied to the school.

Neither of them 
is of much usee The do not give more than a total of two gallons 
per day between them. They are very ola Jersey-Holstein grades. 
One of them is hopeless. It is useless to send cows here as 
there is no place to find food for them. They would have to be 
stall fed.

The old horse mentioned in my report under the heading 
"Stock" last year, died and was replaced by the purchase of a 
horse and the necessary harness at a cost of $147.50. I have the 
honour to request that the Department will consider the question 
of refunding this sum to the school. 


Stock:- 1 Horse, 2 Cows (Old) These give very little milk and 
are not worth keeping. It is very doubtful if any cows could be 
kept at this school with profit, as hay costs $26.00 per ton,, with 
$4.50 freight, and 50¢ wharfage at Sechelt. Milk is bought in the 
form of fresh cream, as mentioned above. The children get at least 
e cup of fresh milk daily. Eggs are bought to the extent of 30 
dozen per week. There are now about 50 chickens at the school. As 
reported last year, these are dying off. They are kept in old 
chicken houses which are placed on the Indian Reserve lands close 
to the school. These houses are full of disease germs, and vermin. 
The only possible course to take would be to have these houses 
burned down, when all the chickens now housed here have either 
died or been killed off.

Dear Mr.Ball: 


For some time we have felt the necessity 
for giving our boys training in gardening and general farming. 
The chief obstacle to the implementing of this plan is lack 
of workable land. 

When the School was first erected the Depart- 
ment set aside 4.4 acres for the school buildings. This is 
completely utilized nowby the main pbuilding, playgrounds for bo; 
and girls, Father's residence, barn capable of holding 10 
cows, wood yard holding 200 cords, and one acre fenced off as 
a& pasture for 5 cows. 


Some 15 years ago the Department arranged with 

the Indians to cede to the School 10.6 acres of heavily wooded land. 
This property directly adjoins the original grant. An attempt 
was made at clearing this land, about & acre being prepared and 
gereeni ne attempted. Since then nothing has been done until this 

all when we cleared, ploughed and harrowed 2 acres which will 

pe ready for seeding this spring. An analysis of the soil has been 
made and recommendations given as how best to obtain a crop. 4 

pipe line has been laid for irrigating. 


At present we have engaged 6 Indians to cut the 
trees in line with the part cleared. During the coming summer we 
can stump this and so have ap proximately 5 acres ready for cul- 
tivation. The expense to do this work is reasonable, but to 
pay all of it out of the School grant places a heavy burden upon 
us. We know that the Department has always been favourable to 
the policy of teaching the children general farming so we are 
appealing to you to place our case before them as stated above.

I beg to enclose herewith a copy of a letter 
received from the Reverend Principal of Sechelt Residential 
School. 

Reverend Baxter has recently gone to Sechelt 
from Kamloops 48 vice-Principal, and is doing some general 
agricultural work there. He expects to clear this 10 acres 
and raise vegetables, and feed for his chickens. 


fhe soil in the Sechelt district has never peen 
considered good enough for agriculture, and will need heavily 
fertilizing to be productive. However, I should like to see 
Father Baxter encouraged in what he is trying to do. 


Recently he has employed four or five adult 
Indians from the villase, besides the pupils, and they nave 
cleared about 1/2 acre as he states in his letter, and they 
have cut down the brush on another 5 acres. He has requested 
a grant of about $200.00 to be used for wages, and claims 
to have ment ¥300.00 in wages from their own grant. 


If any money is available for this purpose, it 
will be beneficial to the School if they can grow at least 
part of their vegetable requirements. Rev.Father Cornell 
is quite sucessful in his operation of this School which 
has been rather 4 aifficult school tofanege in the paste 
The Indian Commissioner, Major Mackay, visited the School 
recently and they applied to him for this assistance, put 
he told them to write me, 8° that I could forward it to you. 
He considers the School should be encouraged in this work.

Our dairy cows here at the school are of mixed breed. 
As you know, our grain and hay must be shipped entirely from 
Vancouver. In our case, where our herd is of poor breed and 
consequently low in milk production it is very questionable 
whether it pays to keep & herd at all. On the other hand we 
must have fresh milk fer the children. Now four thproughbred 
Jerseys would supply us with an abundance of good rich milk. But 
The price of thoroughbred cattle is quite high and it would 


be impossible to purchase them out of school funds. Would 


you, therefore, piace before the department a request for 


assistance in establishing a thopoughbred herd for the school. 
A jersey herd would benefit the health of the children by 
the riehness of its milk and also it would help to lower the 


operational costs of the school.

Dear Mr. Ball: 


Last year, as you know, we organized a troop 
of BOY SCOUTS here at the school. The results of this project 
were extremely cratifying. The uniform - the emphasis on out- 
door life appealed very strongly to our boys. As an aid in 
training children I could imarine no organization more suitable. 
The scout code of cleanliness of mind and body; its insistence 
on respect and courtesy; on honor and honesty; on providing for 
future contingencies are all qualities usually conspicuously 
absent in the Indian. I intend, therefore, to carry on with 
scouting in a more intensified manner during the coming term. 


On the girl's side we have no orrvanization of 
this kind. I should like very much to form a troop of GIRL GUIDES. 
However I am faced with an obstacle ever present in the smaller 
school,namely, a financial one. The scouts up to date have cost 
the school $100.00. Considering that there will be more than 
double the number of gibls illerible for membership in the Cuides 
this project would become a severe strain on the slender resources 
of this school. Would you, therefore, plece before the departmert 
(B.C. Speciel Crant) a request for $250.00 to aid in the 
organizing of the CIRL GUIDES in this school. I assure you the 
valuable training the children will receive from this organization 
cannot be valuated in dollers and cents. 


As you understand the money will be spend in 
the purchase of uniforms and equipment. Perhaps it might seem 
that uniforms are not essential, but I am sure you will agree 
with me that they are, for they give the chilcren a sense of 
unity and pride in their club and an {deal to live up to. Lord 
Baden Powell whose writing show that he possessed an insicht into 
pfx a child's nature fer beyond the average man realizedact 
fully and acted upon it.

INSTRUCTIONS 


When a pupil of an Indian Residential School dies, the Principal is required to inform the 


Indian, Agent at once. 


On receipt of the Principal's notice the Indian Agent shall convene a Board of Inquiry, 
consisting of himself as Chairman, the Principal of the Residential School, and the Medical 
Officer who attended the deceased pupil. These members of the Board shall, in each other’s 
presence, complete this memorandum, which shall then be forwarded to the Department of 


Indian Affairs, Ottawa, in one copy. 


The Board of Inquiry shall, if at all practicable assemble within 48 hours of the pupil's 
death. 


The parents or guardians of the deceased pupil shall be given notice of this inquiry and be 
permitted to attend it or to send a representative. They or their representative shall be asked 
if they wish to make a statement. In the event of their so wishing, their statement shall be 
attached to the report. The inquiry, however, shall not be delayed more than 72 hours after 


the time at which it would otherwise be held, to enable them to attend it. 


If the Indian Agent is located at such a distance from the school as to make it imprac- 
ticable for him to attend the Board, he shal! request a responsible local resident to act for him. 
A suitable person for this duty would be a Justice of the Peace or a member of the Royal 
Canadian Mounted or Provincial Police. A more or less permanent arrangement of this kind 
might be necessary in some cases. The Department is prepared to pay a reasonable fee for 
this duty, on the Agent’s recommendation. The report of the Board, in any case, must reach 
the Department through the Indian Agent’s office. 


This inquiry is not designed to take the place of, or prevent, any other inquiry, including 
an inquest, which may be required by law 


If the pupil died as the result of an accident, the Indian Agent is required to take the state- 
ments of the witnesses of the accident, and attach them to this memorandum.

I beg to enclose herewith a report on the death 
of Pupil No.182, Freddie George - registered as George Freddie 
George - who died in Sechelt Residential School on Sunday, 
March 29th 1936. BY @ sad coincidence, his father, Coun- 
cillor Fred George, 5r., died in Vancouver General Hospital 
at almost exactly the same time. 


It was not possible to hold the Board of Inquiry 
until April 2nd as the Reverend Principal was absent from the 
School until that date. 


The history of this case is as follows: On March 
19th, the Reverend Principal phoned me that he was bringing 
Freddie George to Vancouver for hospitalization, and asked me 
to advise Dr.MoQuarrie, which I did. Upon being told that it 
was a pulmonary tuberculosis case, Dr .MoQuarrie advised me it 
was no use bringing the boy to Vancouver, as St.Paul's Hospital 
would not accept the case, and all available space in the Gen- 
eral Hospital was taken; I phoned this information to the 
Reverend Principal the same evening. He said he would keep the 
boy in school until I could make some arrangements regarding 
him. Dr.McQuarrie thought the school infirmary was the best 
place for him under the circumstances; we could not send him 
to his home as his father was also seriously ill. On Saturday, 
March 28th, Dr.Inglis told me the boy was very sick, and said 
he must definitely be moved from the School as he was a& menace 
to the other pupils. On Sunday, the 29th, at 10 a.m. I had 
another consultation with Dr.Inglis and told him I would have 
the boy removed on the first boat, and placed in a home at 
Squamish; arranging this with the Nurse, Miss Gerry. At 4 p.m. 
Sunday, Dr.Inglis called upon me again, saying the Reverend 
Principal had just phoned him that the boy had died, and they 
were taking the body to Vancouver on the boat leaving Sechelt 
that evening. 


The Medical Officer, Dr.Inglis, states that every- 
thing possible was done for the boy at the School after he was 
found to be running a temperature. The mother dia not wish to 
make a statement or attend the hearing. She had previously ad- 
vised the Reverend Principal that the boy was not strong and 
head suffered a chest injury as a child, but there was no evidence 
of this injury. 


Incidentally, this is the second Board of Inquiry 
at the School within the past 7 months.

The inquiry, however, shall not be delayed more than 72 hours after 
the time at which it would otherwise be held, to enable them to attend it. 


If the Indian Agent is located at such a distance from the school as to make it imprac- 
ticable for him to attend the Board, he shall request a responsible local resident to act for him. 
A suitable person for this duty would be a Justice of the Peace or a member of the Royal 
Canadian Mounted or Provincial Police. A more or less permanent arrangement of this kind 
might be necessary in some cases. The Department is prepared to pay a reasonable fee for 
this duty, on the Agent’s recommendation. The report of the Board, in any case, must reach 
the Department through the Indian Agent’s office.

Sir: 


I beg to enclose herewith the usual form covering 
the death of a pupil in Sechelt Residential School. Although 
there were no deaths at the School for a long period, there 
have been five since the entire staff, from Principal to 
janitor, was changed two years ago. A Board of Inquiry 
shows that each pupil died a natural death and received 
attention in the School sick ward after he or she had reported 
sick. 

The Board is unable to obtain sufficient data pre- 
vious to the pupil reporting sick, to make any recommendations. 


Some time after the Inquiry in a previous case it 
was reported, and I believe can be substantiated, that the 
boy who died of tuberculosis“as punished a month or so before 
he died by being forced to hop on one leg up and down the 
school yard in spite of his protests that he was in pain. In 
the present case, the father of the boy said he had been told 
that the boy was seen at the school window calling for him 
and was slapped for it the day before he died. This was denied 
by the school authorities and could not be corroborated. 


The mental attitude of both pupils and parents towards 
the School is very unfavourable and complaints are continually 
being made. One of the parents, whose son was the pupil who 
died of tuberculosis, handed me the enclosed letter written 
by another son at the School. I do not place much confidence 
in such letters, but I feel sure that a number of changes should 
be made at the School, but unless definitely instructed to do 
so, will not make any recommendations, as the "investigation" 
hela by the Reverend Father Scannell and Mr.Assistant Commission- 
er Perry possibly did more harm than good as it was based on 
several erroneous premises.

On the 20th the death of a pupil took place 
at Sechelt Residential School, and the usual investigation 
was held. This school was operated for several years without 
a death, but there have been five since an entirely new staff 
was placed there two years ago. The former Sister Matron 
had had many years of nursing service among two generations 
of Sechelt Indians and knew their family medical histories. 
This was valuable information when pupils reported sick, and 
the medical officer has said that he trusted her diagnosis 
as much as his ow. There are still many bitter complaints 
from the Indian parents, as to the treatment of the pupils 
at the school, and I am afraid it may end with some untoward 
incident. On my last visit to the reserve, the Indians stated 
they were going to hire "the best lawyer in Vancouver" to 
investigate the school, as soon as they earned enough money 


from logging and fishing.

I have already taken steps to standardize the school to 
comply with the B.C. standard of public schools. This of course 
means a necessary rearranging of the working programme as well 
My ideal is to havd the teacher carry out each school day curré- 
iculum which will allow the making of one curriculum in the be- 
ginning of the year & followed throughout.. Again by reorganiz- 
ing the working hours of the pupils they will cover in two days 
the one day curriculum. In this way the child will im time be 
ready for high school entrance & enable him or her to carry on 
with thetr education without starting from the beginning. - 

Compulsory education gives us the opportunity of holding 
the child until eighteen years of on & surely he should receive 
as far as possible a standard as well as liberal education. 

I might say that I have just received Inspector Cairns re- 
port & have already , if it is at all possible,, begun to equipp 
the school with properly qualified teachers. . 

I trust that you will carefully consider the kindergarten 
proposition & will favor us with your permiswion & wherewithall 
with which to establish this very needed aquission. With the 
present reconstruction scheme on hand I’ would not find it an

in reply I beg to state that I have received the 
permission of the Deputy Minister to authorise you to add 
a member to your staff, if necessary, to look after the 
education of the younger children at the school. I would 
suggest that you make an effort to secure a properly 
qualified kindergarten teacher. Ferhapes Mr. Inspector 
Cairns or the Church of England Bishop could be of aesist- 
ance in this connection. It has been found more economical 
in other residential schools if church authorities are 
able to nominate a teacher who is imbued with the miseion- 
ary spirit. I agree with you that it is advisable to 
make thie addition to your eteff as you are re-organizing. 


Might I inform you that it is a departmental rule 
that principals of Indian residential schools, whenever 
poesible, forward their communications to the bepartment 
through the local agent.

Mr. Lett wos assured that 
upon taking this appointment his ex- 
penses would be defrayed by the De- 
partrent. This case is similar to 
that of [r. A. W. Powere of Baie des 
Cedres, Que., who wes recently appoint- 
ed Indien Agent and ‘edical pttendant 
of Betsiamites, Yue. Dr. Powers was 
assured thet upon taking office his 
transportation expenses would be paid, 
and on the matter coming before the 
Auditor General's Department, that 
Department held that under Order in 
Council of 8th September, 1871, with 
regard to travelling expenses ygthe pay- 
ment covered the cost of sctusl removal 
expenses and as such required the 
authority of the Treasury Bourd.

Sir,— 


I have your letters of March 2nd, and 
February 24th, numbers 229080-3 and 10, in connection 
with the financial standing of St.George's Industrial 
S8hool. 

As you are aware this institution was left 
so badly in debt by the late principal, that Constable ™ 
MacLeod and myself did our best to try to get it out of 
debt during the short time that we were in charge, with 
the result that we had to get advances up to the end of 
the fiscal year. This has naturally left the new prin- 
cipal, Mr.Lett, up against a hard proposition, as he 
has a full school of over one hundred children and 
staff, which have to be fed, and which cannot be done 
on nothing, a8 well as pay wages. 


During the winter months there is absolute= 
ly no chance of earning money from the farm. We have 
several thousand dollars worth of hay on hand, if there 
was only some market for this. 


In my letter of the 18th ult., I asked if 

it were not possible to have the number increased for 
which there is capita grant allowed, and your letter 

of the 24th ult., stated that we would only be paid 

for an average attendance of one hundred. Now this is 
very hard on a school like this, that is struggling for 
its emistence at the present time, and especially when 
we can accommodate more pupils, which are voluntarily 
coming in. It is the only Church of England school in 
the district and we certainly do not wish to have to 
turn children away when we can accommodate them at all. 
We can accommodate them by using up the residential 
portion for the staff, but the school is not equipped 
with any isolation ward, which is a very essential 
thing for an institution like this and it is a matter 
bos 2 ‘wil have to be provided for in the very near 
uture. 


We also find that with the large number to 
be fed it is impossible to bake sufficient bread in 
stove ovens and we are at present planning on building 
a bakeoven, which will put us to an expense. 


During the late principal's regime supplies 
and equipment were let run 80 very low that we are find- 
ing it now impossible to get along without spending cone 
siderable on this, all of which goes to use up what 
small amount of money we have available, with the result 
that the wages are not paid. 


With the spring coming on we find that we wttl

will have considerable expense in fencing, etc., which 
has all got into a deplorable condition, besides the 
seeds, etc., that have to be purchased. 


I feel quite confident that the farm can be 
made to pay, and the school put on a sound financial 
footing within the next year, but at the present moment 
we are certainly up against it for ready money to pay 
wages, and finance the institution generally for the 
next few months.

I have to acknowledge yours of the 7th inetant, 
referring to general mattere at the Lytton Induetrial »chool. 


I have noted that you are recommending that per 
capita grant be allowed for more than 100. The Department ie 
pleased to learn that you feel that the farm can be placed on 
a@ sound financial basis, but that for the next few monthe it 
will be extremely difficult to finance. 


In reply, I beg to state that to tide the school 
over the next few monthe we will be, ae heretofore, generous 
in making advancee againet the per capita earnings. 1 hope 
to be able to forward an advance of say $2,000 at the end of 
the first week in April, and we will endeavour to keep the 
inetitution in a solvent condition from time to time. A& I 
intimated in @ communication of the 25th ultimo, it should 
be distinctly understood that the Department expects to 

o & normal per capita grant for the Lytton Induetrial 
sehool as soon as the inetitution is on a sound financial 
basis; but in the interim the Department will do everything 
within ite power to maxe it possible for the new Principal 
to bring about a more {deal condition of affairs. 


Referring to increaeing the pupilage, you will 
remember that the December Quarter grant was paid on & baeie 
of 89.49. When the average goes over the hundred, the matter 
will receive further consideration. For the present, active 
recruiting should not be practised, but you are in order to 
accept voluntary applicants. The applications for euch, 
together with certificates of health, should be forwarded by 
the Rev. Principal to you without delay and immediately on 
to the Department, eo that we can keep & check on the enrol- 
ment. 


You might point out to the Rev. Principal that they 
lost per capite earnings because of irregular attendance for 
the quarter ending December last. There were enrolled 104 
and the average attendance was parely 90. Fora residential 
echool, the Department feels that the average attendance 
should be at least 95) of the enrolment, and even higher 
durine the winter monthe. 


Your plans to build & bake-oven will be commented 
upon in another communication.

I am taking this privilege personally 
to write you concerning conditions at St.Georkés Scnool. 
I am aware of tne fact that all correspnndence should go 
through the hands of Indian Agent Mr. Graham, but hope 
you will pardon my intrusion, and with patience peruse 
my appeal. 


As you stated to me in your office before 
I cameout I found the situation by no means in an ideal 
shape, and naturally, with enthusiasm, began to recone 
etruct and rearrange. 


I made an application to you, through 
Mr. Graham, for an additional schoolroom, the kindergarten, 
which you granted, and which I have now opened and have in 
full working order, excepting for some additional kinder- 
garten material for teaching, requisition for these to be 
seat in shortly. 


In order to properly carry on this needed 
work in the school and meet the additional expense, we 
hoped the Department would allow us to overstep our limit 
in numbers, which is one hundred children. We are running 
over that number now, and it is most essential that the 
Department recognize this fact wy continuing our per capita 
grant to those now over the limitation. As you knew the 
school is in a very low financial condition, and the tak- 

ing in of children is a source of finance to us, so to he 
deprived of the grant would prove very serious indeed at 
the present time. 


I may say that since I nave taken over the 
work we have had a number of veluntery applications, which 
perhaps has @ meaning in itself, the ndians evidently al- 
ready realizing the fact that it is not a period of slavery 
their children are being sent to, but a period of training 
for future usefulness. These voluntary applications,we 
feel cannot be turned down, even though we had to do with- 
out our grant, yet I feel sure that the Department will 
deal favorably in this matter. We would like the limit to 
be one hundredand twenty, instead of one hundred as it 
stands at present. 


Because of the installation of the kinder- 
garten, 1 am boosting the fact that parents should send in 
their children at the age of five and six. The financial 
situation, of course, is & secondary thing in my opinion, 
for I feel that if we are going to do the best for these 
young lives in helping them to pave a way for their future 
as capable citizens in the Dominion, and to help them rise 
to that standard of civilization in which the modern world 
lives, we must make provision for the conditions outside, 
which. we have no hand in curbing: that is, increase of 
population and naturally increase of numbere here, To do 
this we must have finances, which although I have placed 
as secondary, yet they must run hand in hand. They are 
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interdependent. 


Re our accommodations for this greater number, 
we are crowded. The residence is now filled up with staff. 
Mrs. Lett and myself are confined to one bedroom, livingroom 
and diningroom., AThis we have no hesitation in making the 
sacrifice as we feel we are here to give our lives' work for 
the good of the cause, and inconvenience is gladly and cheer- 
fully endured. In the course of time the Indtitution will 
have to be enlarged either by turning the residence into 
staff quarters and building a residence, or by building a new 
dormitory. This latter, my feeling is at present, more en- 
clined to, as provision could be made for better conveniences 
for the children from health and sanitary points of view. 


We are now passing through an epidemic of "Flu". 
It is of a very slight nature, yet it carries with it every-. 
thing calling for isolation and precaution. We find isolation 
requirements nil. I am sure that if you were to drop in on 
us at the present moment you would not hesitate, at first 
glance, in seeing the difficulties we are contending with, 
and the great necessity for isolation accommodations. This 
department of school work is not secondary by any means. It 
is most important for convenience and prevention of disease, 
fnis being one of the chief factors in dealing with the 
Indians outside, their health conditions calling for such 
isolation. Also to teach them this important fact snould be 
our aim, Later you will hear from me in detail on this matten 


I have already placed my finger on many leakages 
about the farm, and feel certain that with a proper irrigatorp 
and plenty of water, the farm will be a source of great re=- 
venue to the school. I have already begunt@ credit and debit 
the farm in order to ascertain what the farm is really doing 
for us. I believe I can,in time, make the situation at St.- 
George's much brighter and of less expense to the Department 
by directing my energy upon the farm as a source of financial 
help, and in due course we will be able to help ourselves 
very substantfally. 


In closing I beg again to be allowed to take 
in, at least the voluntary applicants, and that the Depart- 
ment will supplement our per capita in extending the limit 
now placed. 


This appeal is wholly from the standpoint of 
helping the people directly implicated and in working this 
out to help ourselves to carry out our aims.

In reply to . an for an increaced pupilage, 
after a review of the te which you have prseented I am 
of the opinion that you would&do well to accept the 
voluntary applicants that present themeelvee for admission. 
Active recruiting, however, should not be practised and 
further action will have to be taken by the Department when 
we find the average attendance running over the hundred. 


Make every effort to secure the perfect attendance 
of those enrolled, and this will keep your per capita 
earnings high. With an enrolment of about 110, you should 

, Sim at an average attendance of 105, and I will inetruct 
| Mr. Ferrier to allow grant for a few supernumerary pupile 
| for the time being. 


The practice of the Department ie to frown on 
applicatione for the edmireion of children under 7 years 
of age. However, in view of the provisione for xkinder- 
> | garten work that you have been able to ma:e, it will be 
in order for you to accept those a year younger. Thies 
can be coneidered & epecial privilege at thie time and will 
) be revoked when you are at full strength. 
” I have learned, with satisfaction, that in the 
near future you will derive eubetantial aesietance from 
the proceede of the farm. It ie extremely desirable that 
the especial per capita grant be discontinued and the 
regular $150 and $20 bonue be paid to the Lytton Industrial 
School. 1 see no reason why the finances of the inetit- 
ution should not be in good condition when you are aceured 
of a fair crop thie coming eummer. I wish you every 
success in your work and aesure you of my continued interest.

At the of\my visit this summer, I noticed that 
barns will soon be ede@ and, eventually, a building programme 
(less chapel) will ‘have to be considered. A site near the 
centre of the farm should be considered. The school owns 100 
acres of land in the hills 7 miles away. 


In the near future, the Principal should be given 
an opportunity to build, by day labour, a dormitory building 
and other out-houses such as residences for staff. The 
Department would be put to little expense, as they have 
facilities for their own lumber. More pupils - and there 
are many voluntary ones - could then be taken. The present 
needs are as follows: an electric light plant, a start on a 
good dairy herd, s bake oven, dormitory flooring, threshing 
outfit, lavatories for boys' dormitories, and perhaps two 
more bath tubs. 


Water - not land - is the great care here for 
successful farming. A reservoir is needed for domestic pur- 
poses and for the lawns, also for hydrants which should be 
installed for fire protection. Later on, if the Bottanic 
dam was raised, the 100 acres in the hills could be 
irrigated. Inspector Ditchburn promised to send an engineer, 
at no expense to the Department, to look over the Bottanic 
dam project. The Inspector was a little doubtful about the 
advisability of preparing more land for cultivation, because 
he felt Mr. Lett, the Principal, might work the boys too 
hard.

At the time the Rev. Mr. Laronde left the Lytton 
Industrial School, there were outstanding accounts amounting 
roughly to $7730. Under the supervision of Mr. Indian Agent 
Graham and Mr. McLeod, this deficit was reduced to approx- 
imately $2500. During this time, practically no equipment 
was renewed, and the institution was somewhat run down when 
the Rev. Mr. Lett took over the principalship. 


We are paying a per capita grant of $175 instead 
of the regular grant of $150, and, in addition, are forwarding 
the quarterly grante from the New England Company to assist 
with the current expenses. 


At the beginning of this fiscal year advances 
totalling $7000 were made against the per capita earnings. 
It was the intention to deduct $3500 from the grante at the 
end of the September and December quarters. The Rev. Mr. 
Lett and Mr. Indian Agent Graham were unable to sell to 
advantage the surplus stock and hay, and we were forced to 
make an advance of $2000 in October, last - such advance to 
be deducted from the quarter ending March 31, 1924. The Rev. 
Principal has, on several occasions, requested that this 
Department wipe out the deficit at the school, and he has 
again made a strong plea, through Mr. Agent Graham, that the 
Department place him in the position of starting the new 
fiscal year with a clean sheet. I am not hopeful that the 
institution will remain in a solvent condition if we deduct 
$3500 from the per capita earninge for the past quarter and 

2000 from the earnings of the present quarter. 


The Rev. Mr. Lett has been requested to prepare a 
financial etatement, and, upon receipt of thie, we can 
estimate more definitely the exact deficit at the present 
time. I am of the opinion that he is about 6 weeks behind 
with his accounts, or roughly $3,000. 


If this estimate is approximately correct, I would 
strongly recommend that the Minieter's authority be secured 
and a special grant made to the St. George's Induetrial 
School. I believe funde can be found from the Appropriation 
for Indian Education. I will write a hopeful letter, for 
your signature, to the Rev. Mr. Lett, if you concur in this 
connection. .

With further reference to the subject matter of 
the memorandum hereunder, I have to state that the lease 
of the Lytton Industrial School property requires this 
Department to pay yearly, on the 2nd day of January, to 
the New England Company the sum of 2400. The first payment 
is now due. The terms of the lease require the New England 
Company to return to this Department the amounts actually 
received in respect of the annual rental of £400 - such 
amounts to be spent by us in addition, repairs and 
replacement to the school.

I have your Wo. 1-06 of the Srd instant, enclosing 
a communication from the Rev. Mir. Lett - both referring to the 
need of a cream separator at the Lytton Induetrial school. I 
have noted that the old one is beyond repair; and I am pleased 
to state that, in view of the urgent request, the Department 
will make arrangements for the purchase and shipment of a 
cream separator to Lytton. 


I wish to refer to your remark that it ie quite 
impossible for the echool to make thie purchase themeelvee, 
without going further into debt. The Department wae of the 
opinion that the special grant, made under cover of the Deputy 
Superintendent General's communication of January 15th, would 
have placed the school in a sound financial condition. The 
financial report for the month ended January 3lst, last, showed 
outetanding accounte amounting to $906.91. he especial grant 
wae quite sufficient to pay the outstanding accounts and to add 
materially to the bank balance ae on February firet. Please 
inetruct the Rev, Principal to prepare, ae ueue., the quarterly 
financial report, and forward copies to the New England Company 
and to the Department. The copy for the Department ehould be 
properly certified by you and should be accompanied by a 
statement from the Rev. Principal, indicating the probabilities 

,of a succeseful financing in the future. It is our intention 
“to place the Lytton Industrial school on a regular per capita 
grant, a8 soon ae poesible, and to retain the New England 
Company's® quarterly paymente at Ottawa, for replacemente to 
equipment.

The Treasury Board at the meeting this 
morning had under consideration the payment of 
expenses incurred by the removal of the family 
and household effects of the Reverend A.R.Lett 
from Navan, Ontario, to Lytton, 3.C. amounting 
in all to 932.19. 


Except in very special cases,removal 
expenses in connection with appointments are not 
allowed by the Governor in Council. 


Attached to the papers was a memorandum 
initialled by yourself under date of the 8th 
February,1922, stating that "lir. Lett was assured 
that on taking this appointment his expenses would 
be defrayed by the Department". The Board desire 
information as to who gave such assurance to Mr. 
Lett and on whose authority. 


I was instructed to direct your special 
attention to a charge of $273.75 for freight on an 
automobile. The Board are of opinion that such an 
unusual charge would likely be open to serious 
criticism; in fact, under date of February 22nd,1922, 
the late Auditor General specially called the 
attention of the Board to this charge. 


The case will be held by the Treasury 
Board pending the receipt of your reply.

In reply to your letter of March 29, 
I have pleasure in stating that Mr. Lett was engaged as 
lrincipal of the Lytton Industrial school on August 9, 
1921, and payment of his transportation was authorized 
by the Honourable the superintendent General and I in- 
formed Mr. Lett of this authorization myself.

By request I take pleasure in reporting the wel- 
fare of this school. I hope you will pardon some detail, I 
have now been somewhat over one year in the position of Prin. 
cipal and feel I have greeped an intimate knowledge of the 
situation both as regards the paet and the present conditions 
(the former only as found them when taking over) of the 
school separate from the community or those upon whom we draw 
for pupils and also knowledge of the community. 


A. The Children. 


The Children were when I first arrived generally unhappy 
with a feeling of slavery existing in their minds, no aims, 
no syel*ng other than "I have a certain period of my life 
which perforce I must put in at St. George's school and the 
easiest way poges 920 out of it is my thought". I saw ata 
glance that this feeling pogeeouesy existed as the children 
were ill fed and ill i b+ and turned out into the cold to 
work and that without leadership, 


Stealing was chronic and from all, this was done without 
hesitancy. Sne would think they felt they had a right to 
everything belonging to the school and if it ie not given me 
I shall get it anywey. This feeling I have no hesitancy in 
saying was inculcated by example, and conditions existing 
prior to my coming, 


Morals of the children are low at any time and were 
exceedingly so at my beginning. Mrs. Lett, who is House 
Supervisor, and myself were in constant dread lest we should 
find the worst among the girls, yet thus far we have gone 
along and still have the bright side to look at, 


The first of these I combated by using a firm loving hand, 
idual chi 


gaining the confidence of the indiv ld. They at once 
realized that they were going to receive a square deal and I 
began to see a smile here and there, After had been going 
for some three months I had occasion to be away on business at 
the coast for three or four days, and on my return one of the 
smaller girls wandered into the office and said "My,Mr. Lett, 
we are glad you are back for we were all lonesome tor you", 
this naturally did me as much good as if some good Samaritan 
had endowed the place, 


The Children were lean, anaemic and T,B,. Glands were 
running in many cases, nergy was at its lowest ebb, Five 


-l- 
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p-frog was the most I could fet out of the boys at 
; examining the Bill of Fare I found that here lay the 
surce of a great jeal of trouble in the health and welfare of 
the children, They were not getting enough to eat and I 
jmmediately increased the fare and varied it as much as 
possible. This had its desired effect and hearts gladdened 
thieving stopped to & large degree, clean skin and rosy cheeks 
appeare: ore energy in work and play resulted. Enough to 
eat without wasting and warm clothing was my slogan and it 
worked miracles. 


In the schoolroom I found a great lack of negensery train- 
ing. Mathematics, reading and writing were the only subjects 
taught. This was insufficient and I mmediately set out to 
establish the B.C. curriculum for Public Schools, This took 
time and thought and some changes in ataff., Thie curriculum 

is now established and working snoothlg with certified teachers 
installed. The head master has begun adet training for the 
boys the firle receiving the physical drill with them, 


The half day systen is in use in the school. Children are 
divided into A, and B, divisions, When I first took over the 
smaller children of each division, who were not able to receive 
{industrial instruction, were allowed to run loose while the 
larger pupils fulfilled their allotted duties, This has been 
changed. Those not able to work go to the schoolroom all day 
and when old enough to work will take their place in the 
several industria departments, At present there are forty 
receiving trade instruction out of one hundred and five en- 
rolled, The remainder I feel are too young to work and special 
attention is being given them in the school-room, by so doing 
they should get @ fair foundation and perhaps be 4 le to pre- 
pare for High School entrance, The Indian Dept. at Ottawa 

are shortly t nning to build a High School for Indian Children 
ani it is my to at least pregere for entrance to this 
achool some of these children, feel this can be accomplished 
with the present system arranged, The standard of entrance to 
the High School jualification certificate per B.C. Public 


School curr iculum,. 


B. Conditions existing in building and Depts. of same when 
taking over and at present. 


Dormitories in bad repair, no cleaning had been done for 
years evidently. Floors worn out in places, Ventilation poor; 
feds in poor condition; these have all been rectified, In the 
boys dept. there was only one bath tub and one toilet to accom 
modate fifty boys. The Dept. has now installed an extra tub 
and two more toilets so that has overcowe 4n unsanitary aiffi- 
culty. 


The girls dept. needed an extra tub and washbowls, these 
have also been installed. 


Kitchen cooking apparatus was in very poor condition, in 
fact I had to agitate for a new Range which has been put {n and 
je giving good satisfaction. The Dept,has also furnished a Bake 
Oven which is an endless boon to the kitchen as the children 
themselves go through an average of one thousand loaves per 
month, The boys do the baking under su ervision of the Farm 
Manager who jearned the trade when he first started out in 

life. 


The corridors and kitchen floors have been covered with 
linoleum supplied by the Dept. 


New lockers have been installed. The Children were obliged 
to use their suitcases for their belongings. These were kept 
under their beds and are now stored away. 

Cc. Conditions existing outside the school, 


The Parents had to be forced to place their children in the 
school. There were in the school when I began eighty children, 


«Ge 
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This number has increased to one hundred and five which over 
ee acitates our dormitory space. 1 have on file about fifty 
Siuntary applications w ich shows that I have already gained 
the confidence of the parents, In some cases parents have 
travelled miles to place their children in the school only to 
be turned away because there is no room for them. When I 
think of the ossibilities of these children I feel that the 
ould not exist and es jally so when R.C. 
waiting to ee little soul and 
ers 
time if we only 
accommodation should be 
short time ago I had to 
a boy of fourteen. 


D. The Farm. 


Having had some experience in forn$ng in Ontario and know- 
ing something of the occupation I naturally have taken a keen 
interest in this Dept. As in the school I found the farm ina 
sad state of equipment, re air and Ferysiitg. This will take 
years to overcome especially recuperation o fertility, In some 
cases fourteen crops have been taken off without rotation, 


There is only one barn on % size or goqeests 
and thie has been condemned he as full of T.B. 
germs which,owing to it being bu 

no amount of cleaning and disinfecting wou 

During the past three ears some eighteen head 

been condemned and destroyed, Only last autumn we lost four 
through test, two of them being cows producing an average of 
sixty — per day each, They were also the beginning of a 
dairy herd. I believe the Dept. are going to build a new barn 
this summer, 


Hogs are inbred and naturally scrubs, I have taken steps to 
overcome thie by breeding with pure bred stock. 


Machinery old and in bad repair. The Dept, has given us 
a new Mowing Machine, also a 10-20 Tractor and Thresher, The 
Engine is very bent? as we have power to be used for threshing, 
sawing, ensilage cutting, etc, 


B. Qrenard. 


The old orchard has been 80 neglected that it will take at 
least another year to being it back into shape. A new orchard 
of about three acres was planted but hogs and cattle were allowed 
to run at Barge in it and consequently about 70% of the trees 
were destroyed. This spring the Dept. has given us two hundred 
trees which have just been planted, 


The farm and climate is very gangpabie for alfalfa hay, We 


hope to increase our acreage in this line of fodder as three crops 
can be cut in one season, 

There are as yOu are aware 700 acres in the property. of 
this about 175 acres is being cultivated and only about one 
third of this acreage is in shape fron 4 fertile standpoint, 


F. Financial condition. 


By dint ot close economy the debt of #7000 has been reduced 
to #3000 during the past year. This debt has been considerably 
encumbersome. Because of it I’ have not been able to go alon 
as rapiesy as I would like to, #4000 would have enabled me £o 

et more land in shape and make other necessary improvements, 
orced economy after all is the most uneconomical and is very 
disheartening to one who ie at all aggressive and wishes to make 
a success of the business, I have been living as it were from 
hand to mouth or from month to month hardly knowing where I wae 
going to get money to pay salaries and meet accounts, The Dept. 
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ig meeting our requirements with advance grants which is not 
most satisfactory yet it gives us @ firm etanding and 
eaables us to go along. 


While this report may seem tinged with pessimism throughout 
yet there are eat possibilities for the so ool if we can get at 
them, This will take time. Patience, perseverance and prayer 
solve great difficulties and I can see a bright future for us. 
There is always a business side to any occu ation one may take 
up sich must not be neglected. As you will see by financial 
report herewith enclosed strict tab is being kept on everything. 
{ am doing thie in order to ascertain wherein we ere losing so 
that I may make a success of the business end, 


The work is strenuous and calls for constant care and 
vigilance but reward comes in the thought that one is building 
on Christian character and with it enlarging the Kingdom of 
God on earth, 


In conclusion I might say that in the near future I would 
like to see provision made for our waiting list in the way of a 
new school or a new dormitory for the boys. The dormitory now 
occupied by the boye could be turned into sleeping quarters for 
girls and thus solve a problem now existing.

Under date of the 8th. February last I made 
a report recommending the payment of the removal 
expenses of Rev. A. R. Lett from Navan, Ont., to 
Lytton, b.C., amounting to $952.19. The Treasury 
Board replied stating that they were unable to 
submit the matter for favourable consideration 
as it is not the practice to pay transportation 
expenses in the case of a first appointment. On 
account of the unusual circumstances in this instance 
I would ask the Treasury Board to reconsider the 
matter. 


The Government recently took over from the 
New England Company the schools which they had 
conducted for many years at srantford and Lytton. 
The Company's funds would no longer bear the expendi- 
ture of keeping up these institutions, both of which, 
however, were doing splendid work and fill an 
important place in our scheme of Indian education. 
It was then decided that the Government should become 
responsible for the maintenance of these two schools. 


In the case of the Lytton Institute the 
management during the time of the last incumbent 
appointed by the Company had been most wifortunate, 
and the school was decidedly unpopular with the Indians. 


J. C. Saunders, +sq., 
secretary of the Treasury board, 
Ottawa. 
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It was necessary to take radical steps to restore the 
institution to its former standard. 


The Department appealed to the Missionary 
Society of the Church of England to nominate a 
principal who should be & capable administrator. 
After extended negotiations the name of Rev. Mr. 
Lett, of Navan, was submitted to the Department, and 
he appeared to have the necessary qualifications. 
The salary, however, was none too attractive and the 
cost of moving his family such a distance prohibitive. 
He, therefore, made it a condition of his appointment 
that his removal expenses to British Columbia should be 
paid. Under the circumstances the Department agreed 
and I am, therefore, of the opinion that these expenses 
are a legitimate charge against the fund provided 
by Parliament for the education of Indian children. 


In view of this explanation I trust that 
the Treasury Board will see fit to pass favourably 
upon my memorandum.

My monthly report will I am afraid, show 
rly, and my quarterly earnings, when the advance grant 
200 id taken out, will just be sufficient to carry m 
over one month. It is true, I shall beable, later on, I hope, 
to dispose of farm producg’will net us some cash, but it will 
have to be used to offset the standing debt, when same could 
be used profitably in necessary improvements. 


We have in the new barn a source wherein we might 
make good, and will when we have it filled wath cows. The 
process of building up a herd is so slow, that it will take 
at least two years of heartrending waiting before we can say 
it would be of any material bemefit financially. Five or six 
oows would strengthen us here, one at least, if not two of 
them registered animals, as Mr. Timms, the dairyman, is rather 
anxious to experiment, and this would be a possible feeder to 
dairy farms about to be established in the community. 


} With every dairy farm, naturally, follow hogs. We 
should have a good pigety in connection with the farm Mr. 
Timms has been succesef in raising bacon hogs, and is very 
anxious here also to get to work, 


Feed for stock is now no question, We have both 
ailog filled with about 120 tone corn silage, and the remain- 
der, 20 tons of alfalfa, This amowmt of sil ig sufficient 
to feed 33 head of cattle, 40 lbs. per cow a day for six 
months. We harvested in the neighborhood of 275 tone alfalfa 
hay, and threshed 800 bags of grain. We shall have about 40 
tongs beet root. This means in silos and root cellars, 180 tons, 
The farm end, I oan safely say, is advancing rapidly, and I 
would venture to say that the Department should not hold us up 
any longer than oan be helped, as it is tiresome, and is not 
conducive to continued aggressiveness, having a great tendancy 
to make one feel as though it is no use continuing with hands 
tied. To be candid, I might say,that lately I have felt as 
though I would not be able to continue, being so handicapped in 
so many different quarters. The men are all so willing, but 
have no opening for their energies, and are continually ap-~ 
proaching me from a get ahead point of view. 


The blackemith and one of the men on the farm 
have something done in the way of better housing accomm 
and all four houses should have bathtubs, toilets and s

tanks. Comforts are conducive to contentment, and I have 
a good bunch pg men around me at the present time. It 
would, I feel;,disastrous to lose anyone of them, 


Hen coops are another needed acquisition, which 
could be made payable, even to the extent of feeding the 
children, ‘I have amngee to erect two coops, but have 
no accommodation for scientific production, which is so 
necessary in a place of this type, in the training of boys. 
We have now on hand seventy laying hens, and have been 
able to give the children eggs twice a week. 


So much for the farm. Now I would like to say 
pee tory | of the school building itself. I find it rather 
hard to keep a staff steadily, as there is no accommodation. 
Supervision is so hard, that the staff find that they can- 
mot measure up to the standard asked, for insufficient 
equipment, and no proper division of both sexes, keeps 
everyone in constant strain, mpself and Mrs. Lett, included, 
as #hé whold falls upon the head. I am beginning to wonder 
just how I have continued thus far. Mrs. Lett, at the end 
of the last period,was on the verge of a breakdown, dus to 
nothing else then being in constant contact with the staff, 
and work of the school. I am thankful to say, she has re~ 
i some strength, and is again more or legs feeling her~ 
self. 


If we had much longer to continue in the building, 


| (old part)gnew roof will have to be put on, as since the 


rains, I have been constantly patching and tarring. The 
sinks and Wash troughs, bathrooms, etc., will have to be 


| rebuilt, and new flooring will have to go in, in the bath- 


roomg and dormitories. have already patched the dormit~ 


,ories’ floors, 


In the dormitory we have a moral problem, which 
owing to the arrangement of that part of the building, we 
are unable to combat. We had one of the boys rim away 
two weeks ago, and questioning him on his return, found out 
that the bigger boys were using him to commit aodomy, hence, 
his ge tewe; , afraid to come to me. I suspected this fo 
sometime, but myself and the supervisors had not been able 
to check up on it. It at least will be an impossibility 
to eradicate it, until we have proper accommodations where~ 
in we can separate the older boys from mediums and youngsters. 


The situation of the toilets, is such, that the boys, 
of nescessity,are continually running to the dormitories, thus 


making no end of confusion, and necessary supervision, 
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We are forced to used the children's dining room 
to afford the boys some room for recreation in the way of 
small games. Thig does not lend itself to a tidy and 
clean dining room. The boys have no play room, in which 
they could occupy themselves on autumn and winter ewenings. 
It ie much easier to direct in a proper manner young 
energies, then it is to curb. The lack of proper playing 
quarters is a very hard proposition to cope with, and end 
less supervision is therefore called for. I have no 
hesitancy in saying that a great deal of moral trouble in 
dormitories ig due to the fact that the boys are perforce 
held in too much. 


The girls on the other hand are not too badly pro~ 
vided for, but could due with a great deal of improvement. 


The water situation is critical. In the course of 
a short while new tanks will have to be built, but on second 
thought, the springs that have heretofore given us ample 
supply for domestic purposes, are gradually failing. We 
have had to use the irrigation ditch this summer, and I am 
hoping the fall rains will so increase the springs that 
they will supply us for the winter. The water situation 
gives us no fire protection, 


Ae above mentioned, or touched upon, our own situ. 
ation is by no means ideal. We have at the present time, 
nor have we had eince coming, any home life, Mrs. Lett, 
baby and myself, occupy one bedroom, not even having a 
spare room for viaitors. The livingroom and the oeasne 
room are go public that we dare to talk over business af~ 
fairs, and repair to our pedroom, but then must confine 
ourselves to whispers. The main corr&dor running through 
our part, and the staff (three members) living upstairs, 
sharing our toilet and bath, gives no privacy, which is 80 
much needed under such strenuous conditions of work, We 
long for some place where we could be separate, for at 
least a time, and could enjoy home by ourselves. With 
the children's diningroom on one side, dormitories over- 
head, playroom below, we cannot have much peace, 


Our iipercules is now tttry Att and the constant

above I attribute Mrs. Lett's condition. We cannot afford 
to allow ourselves to go on in this way indefinitely, and 
finally emerge broken, No use in Indian work, or anywhere 
else. We love the work for the work's sake, and hope at 
least in the near future to receive som encouragement in 
the way of a home of our own, 
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I also would make a general plea for the outside, 
(farm gituation), which would give me a chance to do som-~ 
thing, and a new gchool, as soon as it is possible, as we 
a badly in need of new quarters from so many potnts of 
view. 


Re the extension of the dam at Bootahnie Lake. 
This work is setting me back $8.00 per day, and will run 
me into @ bill of about $300.00, Owing to so much fall 
work here, I could not in any way allow the school teams 
to go there, hence $4.00 a day for team and teamster, two 
teams being my division of the work. Thig work if finish- 
ed will give ue added tonnage at Lot 47, as it will provide 
for an added crop, and with it, a permanent man, and a span 
of horees will have to be provided. 


In conclusion, I might say that I am at the present 
time, feeling rather upset, in mind, because of the fact, 
that I am unable to pick ,owing to financial strain, the 
financial end of the schoo work. As I go on with . hands 
tied, the work becomes more and more burdensome, and I feel 
that it is time the Department was placing the inetitution 
on a permanent, businesslike basis, so that I will be en 
abled to relief the burden and strain carried,

Within the last few weeks, I have gone 
into the St. George's School situation very thoroughly 
with twth Mr. Inspector Pragnell, and School Inspector 
Gairns, at the request of the principal, the Rev. Mr. 
Lett. 

As far ag the farm is concerned, this 
I am glad to say is about on @ paying basis, but in order 
to make it a little better, there isa great need for some 
as more milk cows, and a piggery. With these the school 
> should be put on a good paying basis as far ag the farm 
ig concerned. Cream could be shipped and aurplus milk 
‘ uged for pigs, which are always 4 paying line. At the 
( f present time there is no piggery near the new darn. The 
old one, which was aosclutely useless, is situated up 
by the old barn, 


In regard to the school building, this, 
as you know, is very old, and the plan is 30 antiquated 
that it makeg supervision very difficult, especially in 
the wintertime when the diningroom, for instance, has to 
be used as a@ playroom for the pcys. All this necessi- 
tatea the keeping of a larger staff than I would consider 
necessary, and consequently increases the expenses and 


difficulties of the Rev. Mr. tt has in financing thia 
institution. 


The greatest trouble that we have is the 
shortage of water. Owing to the springs from which the 
domestic water supply was obtained having dried up,last 
winter, every atom of water for the building had to be 
hauled in barrels, and up to the present time since then 
the school has relied upon irrigation water, which ia none 
too good for household needs. This is now turned off and 
it is doubtful whether we are going to get aufficient water 
from these springs again this winter to supply the school. 
This naturally makes it very dangerous, ooth from a sani~ 
tary point of view, and also in case of fire. 


Tt hag been intimated to us on several 
occasions, that we are next in line for a new building this 
coming year, and I sincerely trust that the Cepartment will 
do all it can to get this started. 


I might adi that even the Indians are begin- 
ning to notice the defects in the building, and fire risks 
that we are running owing to shortage of water,

I have your letter of the 14th instant, with 
further reference to general conditions and to the needs 
of the Lytton Indian Residential School. I am writing 
another communication relative to buildings; but I wish 
you to know that I am giving very favourable consider- 
ation to your requests as our Retimates are being 
presented to tho Superintendent General. I am also 
‘riting to the Governor of the New Sngland Company, 
explaining our aime and asking that they give 6 grant to 
supplement Parliamentary Appropriation, 80 that a commence- 
ment cen be made on a new main building next year. 


I believe you would be well advised to 
discontinue the blacksmith shop. There can be only two 
reasons for the activity, i.c., financial and vocational 
training for boys. It is doubtful if any of the pupils 
will become blackamiths, and as the department operates 
at a financial loss, I consider it could be dropped.

I have your letter of the 6th instant, with 
reference to the Lytton Indian Residential School. There 
is no doubt in my mind as to the extreme difficulty of 
managing and financing this institution with its present 
buildings and equipment. ‘the school itself is badly laid 
out, unsanitary and is in a dilapidated condition. further, 
if a fire secured any headway the entire structure would be 
dcomed, because of its inflammable nature and the small 
water supply. Residential facilities for the principal and 
family and for other married members of the staff are 
inadequate. More stock is needed, so that the barn, which 
has been erected on the new site,and the farm produce can 
be utilized as financial assets. 


We have been fortunate in securing the services 
of the Rev. Mr. Lett, who is not easily discouraged and who 
has done exceptionally well, considering the difficulties 
vith which he has to contend. Upon receipt of his letter of 
the 15th ultino, I decided that improvements must be effectod 
without delay and i immediately directed that $1279 be sent 
to Mr. Lett to pay outstanding accounts. ‘This was the 
balance of the account in which the ew England Company 
payments for Lytton are deposited. Further, I included items 
for buildings at the Lytton school in the ‘stimetes which 
are now being presented to the Government. 


The discipline problems and the difficulties of 
supervision demand a new main building on the new site, as 
soon as funds can be provided. ‘The inadequacy of the wator 
supply at the present site is another important reason why 
the school activity should not be carried on in the old 
building any longer than te-anenctéstie. eee i 


The erection of a portion of the new main building, 
which could be used for a time as quarters for boys, 
requires a large vote but may effect a saving eventually. 
There are many pressing claims on varliamentary Appropriation 
for Indian BSducation, but I am hopeful that something can be 
done next year. Would it be possible for the liew Englend 
Company to make a grant for this very necessary building 
activity? I have discussed Ustimates vith the Superintendent 
General and I hope that Fifteen or Sixteen Thousand Dollars 
will be provided. If you could add Ten Thousand to this

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amount a wing could be built, which would form a portion of 
the new main building of the future. 


I am also prepared to ack for funds to erect some 
outbuildings. A residence for the farmer on the new site 
and a fitting up of the present farmer's residence as a 
temporary home for the prinoipel and his family will make 
the management and staff more comfortable. Further, 
temporary improvements can be made on the other staff 
homes. I am proposing to erect a hen house and a hog pon 
on the new site as soon as the 1925 building season 
commences. These building activities will be provided for, 
I trust, by Parliament at ite next session. A few days 
ago the purchase of additional stock was authorized, so 
that the facilities and produce can be utilized with 
financial profit during the coming months. 


The time has come when considerable capital 
expenditure is necessary at the Lytton Indian Residential 
School, if our work there is to prosper. I wish to assure 
you that I em giving most favourable consideration to the 
requirements of the institution and I am convinced that 
Mr. Lett, who has been informed of my aims, has attacked 
his problems with renewed vigour and optimism. If the 
New England Company and this Department oan provide funds 
to start a new main building next year, the school will 
enter a new era of much usefulness.

This is the loss in one de artment. I am 
sure that three men and a Ghinese are not needed in the 
Winter to run the farm, I am sure 4 great reduction in 
the number on the staff without impairing the efficiency 
could be brought about.

I would recommend that this whole matter be care- 
fully studied and an attempt be made to put the Institution on 
a paying basis. The efficiency of the school is hampered 
on account of the lack of money to do things necessary.

I have just returned from visiting St. George's 
School, Lytton, where | held a Confirmation and had the pleasure 
of going over the whole farm and buildings. 


I write to emphasize the great need that exists 
for new buildings and more ample accommodation. 

Mr. Lett is doing excellent work and he has now 
a staff that is working most harmoniously, and every detail of 
the school work shows the result of iis efforts, but because of 
lack of room the best worx camnot be done. 


The floors are almost all worn out and patched, 
the dormitories are too crowded, and the building altogether 
has served its usefulness, and a new building in the centre 
of the farm near the new barn is an essential m» that the school 
may have a largeycapacity and then the same statf could carry 
on efficiently. I know from observing the cchools at Sardis 
and at 'raser Lake,what s difference is made by having modern 
equipment, and I trust that the excellent results now being ob- 
tained under iir. Lett's management, that he will be given such 
help from the Department as will enable him to maxe still more 
satisfactory progress. 


It is now nearly fifteen years since the New

Memorandum 


The Department leased the Lytton Indian Residential 
School from the New England Company for a period of 21 years, 
commencing January 2, 1922. The four quarterly payments in 
1922, the four quarterly payments of 1923 and the first 
quarterly payment of 1924 were all directed to the management 
of the school, to be applied on the a P4cit and for current 
expenses. The last three quarterly payments of 1924 were 
deposited in Trust Account No. 460 and are being directed 
from time to time to the management of the school far current 
expenses, improvements or replacements. 


Prior to the quarterly payments of 1922 the 
Department received from the liew England Company the quarterly 
grants which had earlier been sent direct to the management 
of the school. These were all directed to the Indian agent 
for current expenses and to pay off the deficit. The 
statement in the letter to the Charter Clerk of the 
England Company refers to the period January first, 

December 3lst, 1924, and to the Lytton Account in Indian 
Education ledger and to Account No. 460 in the Trust Account 
ledger.

Z he would pay this back, but as it was proven, that there 
was nothing coming to him, the result is that Mr.Laronde 
never has been in a position to pay back this money. 


Mr. Stemp, who is still a member of the 
staff, has again approached Mr. Lett, the present prin- 
cipal, about this matter. The principal has just been 
in discussing it with me. He states that he is not 
in a position to pay this, but thinks that Mr, Stemp 
is entitled to it, as it was borrowed by the former 
principal for school purposes, and it should be repaid,.

Lytton, B.C., lative to a Claim made by Mr. L. Stemp, an employee 
of the Lytton Residential School, to be reimbursed to the extent of 
$100, the amount of a loan he made to the Rev. L. Laronde, a former 
Principal of the School, The facts in the case as appear from our 
files are as follows: - On the 3lst of March, 1921, Mr. 
Laronde, who Was at that time about to give up duties, borrowed 
$100 from Mr. Stemp for the purpose of paying off the farm instructor, 
stating that he had no money in the bank at that time, but would 
reimburse Mr. Stemp as soon as he received further funds from the 
Department. 


Laronde proved to be a defaulter and left the school in 
a hurry, and Mr, Stemp has never been reimbursed, He claims that 
as this money was given for the purpose of paying a member of the 
staff it is a bona fide claim against the Department. This matter 
was brought to the attention of Mr, Agent Ball when he audited the 
accounts of the school after Laronde left. The cheque which Mr. 
Stemp gave Laronde was cashed by him at the bank and, in proof 
of this loan, the cheque was shown to both Mr. Ball and Mr. Agent 
Graham. Mr. Stemp is still a member of the staff and again 
requests repayment by the Department. 


From time to time there are funds available from the 
New England Company grant which are sent the Princinal for current 
expenses, and for which he has to make no accounting to the Auditor 
geedes.

Much of the material used in this shert magezine has been pre- 
pared by the children themselves, thus providing them with some very 
essential practice in clementary compostiban. They have takeg a great 
interest in this first edition, and we would be grateful for a word 
to tell thom that their eforts were worth while. 


To those of our readers to whom St. George's is but a name, we 
would endeavour to pass on a little information regarding our school. 
The early history of the school and its founders will be dealt with 
by our Principal,Rev. A-R.Lett, but much else can be said of the school 
of to-day.

I do not think I could do hetter than to gay a few words about the 
unique foundation of St. George's Indian Residential School. The 
School was built by a missionary society known as the "New England 
Company", founded in 1649,under charter from Charles the Second, who 
wished to take care of the subjects in what was then known as the 
New England States. In drawing up the Charter hy which the Company 
Should be governed, the King was careful to include within its scope 
the aboriginal peoples of the newly settled States;hence the interest 
taken in our Indians by this Company received its birth. 

After the U.S.A. gained their Independence, the Company transferred 
their interests to Canada and worked wholly with our Indian peoples. 
They built and supported a school for Indian Children at Brantford, 
Ontario. This school served the Mohawk Indians. Finding that they had 
sufficient funds to branch out, they built the present school at 
Lytton in 1902, and since materially added to the building. 

We now have a school handling over one hundred children, belonging 
to the tribes of the Thompson Indians. The school, situated as it is 
on the banks of the Fraser River,and in the midst of the Cascade Range 
of the Canadian Rockies,has a particularly picturesque appearance. 
Nature in all its beauty presents itself to the eye,in the greatness 
of the mountains,reaching high into th» clouds ,and extending their 
snow-capped tops far ahove the timber line; whilst at their foot or 
as it were, in between flows the turhulent water of the Fraser, with 
an altitude at Lytton of six hundred feet. 

This comparison of altitude gives the reader an understanding, to 
a@ degree, of the vastness of God's hook of Nature,and with this 
wonder,comes a message at this Christmastide. In this glory,beauty, 
nq vastness,is enveloped the thought of the Christ Child,who, 
ai chough born of humble parentage,wrapped in swathling clothes, and 
jaid in a manger,is above all, and through all that we see. Truly we 

fcan say, "Who hath at the end of these days spoken to us in His Son, 
whom He appointed Heir of all things , through Whom also He mace the 
Universe" This thought ought to come home to us very strongly when 
we realize in a greater grandeur and lovelier way that He who was born 
a babe in Bethlehem is Master -of all, and we as His servants gunits, 
yet in the whole working in co-operation with one another and with 
Him as guide,sustainer and Master,we can oarry out the Angelic 
proclamation,"Peace on Earth, Good-will to Men". 

May we approadh this Christmastide with a message from our 
Surreundings surmeunted by the infinitely beattiful message of the 
Angels,so that the New Year will begin with a stronger incentive 
to be true and faithful servants to Him who is our Pattern,Priest, 
and King.

Arnistice Day is kept throughout the whole Empire ard every 
Canadian should faithfully observe the request of our belovad King 
to observe the "Two minutes silence" in honor of those who went and 
fought to dofend our country,King and Empire. 

This war was the bitterest human strife even known in the 
whole history of the world, the whole of Europe being at war, name~ 
Ly Germany , Turkey, Belgium, France ,Balkans ,Russia,Palestine ,Urypt, 
Italy,Hesat Africa, and a battle was even fought on the southern 
coast of South America, at the Falkland Islands. 

The human cost cf this horribie war was estimated at 
twenty million soldiers wounded, nine million were killed, three 
million were taken prisoners, nine million helpless orphans wh ose 
parents sacrificed their lives for others, and also five million 
war widows whose husbands were killed in their effort to savo our 
Yresdom and Empire. After the war, an epidemic of influenza br 
out, caused by the filth of the battlefields, and thriteen mil 
civilians died of the dread disease. The calculation of dead duri 
‘ye war was sixteen thousand per day., whilst the material cost 
of the struecgle was $335,000,000,000 or nins milijen dollars for 
evary hour of the “ar. 

Ou~ Canadian Indians plared a graat part in that war,in 
which some five thousand of them won% willingly &m. they proved to 
he brave an’ ovedient soldisis. 

In the fourth vear of tne war, v1 yuela verled was disgusted 
with fighting and wer? nos 5O.00 senneliy Gernany who 
needed it mout,for Germany wan in tts Ag speirs 

The end or the war 1 Une Araisties was signed on 
the morning of November sleverth, 16, when &11 signs of fighting 
ceases and sadness turned into jor. 

The result of the war was that many factories and mills 
closed down, unemployment was scarce, and nany vers homeless. 

In June,1919, a Treaty was signed at Versailles,France, ani 
the League of Nations was formed to enforce? jrvst dealings and to 

protect the smaller countries, and to try and prevent wars. 

Quite recently, the Locarno Traatiy hes been signed in which 
all the nations have promised never to otart Wars anymoree

There were a lot cf countrios at war, many of tron har¢ly 
understancing the roasons for fighting. Among them,we find 
Russ ia,Gernan,Baleiun,erypt Austria, Franco, Turkey, Italy,Africa, 
Palestine,The British Empire,and the Falklands. In fact, they 
soened to be at war all over the Old World. 

The loss of the war was terrible, niams million soldiers 
being killed, thirteon million aying with_a disease called 
influenza, which was casued by filth and Rirt; twenty sillion 
soleiers cane frem the war wounded;nine million orphans who have 
lest their parents 4uring the war, ton millions who lost their 4%% 
homas, and five million warewidows wno lost their husbands in the 
yerrible war. The money cost of tle war was three hundred, thirty 
aight billions of 4ollars,which means nine millions of dollars 
an hour.

In 1902, the New Englend Company, f Jondon, England, 
erected an Indian residential school st Lyt ov, B. C. It hae 
been maintained by the Department's regular r capita grant, 
supplemented by liew nglend Company funds. jin 1920, the iiew 
ngland Company pointed out that their inco was fixed, and, 
with increased costs of living, their purchpsing power had 
decreased. ‘The Department was asked to assume the financial 
responsibility. Rather than have the school closed - it is a 
very important unit in our establish it for Indian education 
in British Columbia - the De partment ea special increase 
in the per capite grant and leased the |institution for a 
period of 21 years commencing January, 1922. I even suggested 
to the liew Englend Company that it ATEht be advisable to 
transfer title to the Dominion cae as I wanted to secure the 
institution as a permanent factor An} our programe. 


The increased cLiNeghoanpee tn and a bettor manage- 
ment has placed the school'sNfinanbes in good condition and 
I em hopeful that in future ites be maintained on the 
regular per capita grant plug the £1,200 per annum grant, 
which the New England Company c tinues to make. By the terms 
of the lease, the Department laws the New England Company 
an annual rental of £400. Thi ount is not directed to 
London, but is used for repairs and replacements at the 


school. : 9 


Prior to the leasing of the inetitution, the 
Department had made no special grants for capital expenditure, 
but, during the last few years, approximately $41,000 has 
been used for\mechanical plant, irrigation, farm machinery, 
live stock and\outbuildings. In 1925, a modern barn was 
erected, ote auring™the past year, two cottages for the staff 
have been cdmple ‘ \

The main ouilding at the school, although but 24 
years old, is\most unyetistactory. Its layout is bad; it is 
of frame construction\end if a veritable fire trap. The 
schocl is now a popular one end more accommodetion should be 
provided without delay. 1 consider it false economy to add 
to the present main building and am of the opinion that our 
work will suffer if a new, modern institution is not 
commenced this coming summer. 
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I acquainted the New England Oompany with the 
situation and asked them if they could/assist in the 
construction of a new school. Thg@ir reply was that the 
terms of their Charter would haraiy” allow them to spend 
capital funde for this work and th Company Court formally 
inquired if the Indian Department would be prepared to buy 
the property at Lytton so that yothing would interfere 
with the reconstruction of the ool. I asked what 
consideration would be accepted; and the Company replied 
that, although their capital e nditure at the school 
amounted to approximately £12,900 and the institution 
stood as an asset at that vdlué in their booxs, they were 
prepared to sell all their dviterest for the sum of £8,000. 


They offered, her, that if the sale is 
effected, they would contjnue their grant of £1,200 per 
annum for current expens and would add thereto the bulk 
of the interest derived| from the purchase money. The 
conditions of the le would, of course, automatically 
determine.

Memorandum: 


One of the principal educational institutions 
for Indians in British Columbia is situated just north of 
Lytton, on the Fraser River. It was established by the New 
England Company, of London, England, which Company operates 
under a charter granted by Charles II for the education and 
evangelization of aborigines. The history of the Company's 
work in this country is interesting, and it has centred of 
late years at Lytton and at the hiohawk Institute, Brantford, 
Ont., established for the Six Nations Indians. ‘The Company 
found thet, owing to the increesed cost of living and the 
increase in taxation, their fixed income failed to meet the 
charges against it, and the Department took over their two 
inetitutions in this country. I1 need not now refer to the 
terms upon which we tock ovor the Mohawk Institute. We 
leased the property at Lytton for twenty-one years at £400. 
@ year, which amount is annually turned in for improvements 
at the school. 


When the Department took over the management. 
the Lytton school was in an embarrassed financial position. 
Canon Gould, of the Church of ingland, was associated with 
me at that time in the appointment of a highly competent 
principal, who has been able to restore the financiel standing 
of the institution. The buildings were in a very bad state 
of repair and, in many respects, wholly unsuitable. ‘The 
situation has been gradually improved - @ barn and other 
outbuildings having been erected. ‘The main building of the 
school, however, i8 most unsatisfactory. It is of frame 
construction and is so planned and added to that it is not 
an exaggeration to say that the lives of the staff end 
children are in constant danger from fire. On the other 
hand, the farm, comprising 691 acres, is admirably situsted 
and well irrigated and, under proper management, has proven 
most productive. 


Lytton is central to Church of Nngland work 
among British Columbia Indians and I am very desirous of 
constructing a new main school building. There is provided 
in the current Setimates an item of $35,000.90, which is 
sufficient to begin the work. 


- The Lytton school 
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The Lytton school is not conducted by the 
Missionary Society of the Church of England in Canada, but 
this Society considers it one of the most important Anglican 
institutions for Indian work and was pleased to learn that 
we proposed its early reconstruction. 


I acquainted the vow England Company with 
the situation and asked them 4f they could assist in the 
construction of a new school. Their reply was discouraging 
and the Company Court formally inquired if the Indian 
Department would be prepared to buy the property so that 
nothing would interfere with the reconstruction of the 
gohool. 1 asked what consideretion would be accepted and 
the Company replied that, although their capital expend- 
iture at the school amounted to approximately £12 ,500 and 
the institution stood as an asset at that value in their 
books, they were prepared to sell all their interest for 
the sum of £8,000. 


They offered, further, that if the sale is 
effected, they would continue their grant of £1,200 per 
annum for current expenses and would add thereto the bulk 
of the interest derived from the purchase money. I 
consider that the Lytton Indien Residential School fills

Dear iir. Bush, 


As I promised,I have been to the Lytton School 
and find there that the bud Stags are in a truly sorry 
condition. T have also seen the Ttaepecies (Col. Pragnell) 
who tells me that he condemned the buildings a year or two 
pack and has been constantly pressing on the Department 
at Ottawa for action. 


He feels that iir. Lett is doing splendidly and 
is worthy of a11 encouragement. 


The particular points on which the school buildings 
are unsatisfactory aret~- 


(1) Wholly inadequate water supply - for the last 
two winters water for domestic purposes has had to be hauled 
in barrels to the School and there is no pressure, except 

in the spring, to cope with any outbreak of fire. 


(2) The sanitary and lavatory conditions are very 
poor not to say unhealthy - 

(3) The lower part of the boys’ part of the build~ 
ing is in ver cad repair - and their playroom is gloomy and 
the floor rotten. 


(4) The wooden part of the boys' building is very 
much perished ~ corners, doors and windows are now badly 
fitting, 80 much so that in the winter when the usual cold 
snap comes, even the school classrooms are intensely cold 
and vork has to be abandoned. 


All this I saw with my own eyes and was amazed 
at the wholly unsatisfactory condition, taken as a whole, 
of the School. Especially the bere part. Those who have 
geen the place feel that it is little short of a scandal 
that such a number of children should be so housed. 


I understand that the Indian Department want to 
remedy things at once, but are held back somewhat by tne 
Treasury and expense. 


A vote was passed in 1925 for the purchase or the 
property from yourselves. Now, possibly owing to aiffi-~ 
culties arising from the recent eBections, the peparseans 
asked Mr. Lett if he would sait another year.

Although I wes compelled to ::mit my approp- 
riation for this school, I succeeded in obtaining a 
sufficient amount to begin building operations, the 
absolute necessity of which has been agsin brought to 
our attention by liis Lordrbip the Bishop of Cariboo. 
It would not be permissibi«s to spend a large amount of 
public money on a site, titie to which is not in the 
Crown; but the suggested cption would enable the 
Department to begin construction early this season. 


That you may heave a clear idea of our 
intention with reference to the future of this instit- 
ution, I have pleasure in enolosing photographs showing 
the front and side elevations of the main building of 
an Indian residential school, which the Department has 
lately established, near Cardston, Alta., for the 
Church of kngland Missionary Society in Canada.

This not only gives tha child 
fron the part of tha school a fair standing with avery child, and also 
fron the child's outlook a facling of equality and conse 1uent fear- 
lessness. a 

Fron the schoolroom,wa turn to the ssparate cepartaonts 
wherein is given the practical scieutific training “4enonstrating 
if possible,the acadenic work of the schoolroom. The girls recoivi:ig 
instruction in 4cistic science, sewing, laundry,and? susic and 
nseAle work,l.e.,darning, knitting,and crochetework. The boy receiving 
a e2neral training in carpenttring, vlacksaithing,shoe-repairing, 
harness r-pniring, and a sciantific training in agriculture i. 
evory ¢epartrent covering car? and growth of fiel@ crops,ani-al- 
hushanéry,horticulture,poultry,etc. 

The curriculun as tstablished throurhout calls for a staff 
effieiont in in¢ividual departrents, and also a knovled:e of heakh, 
welfara,and nental stucy.

‘Ye realise the cut- 
standing fact that a chilé's charactir aay b2 72 or broken “uring 
this critical period of nena&l development. A very closo stuty of 
each child is stressed as a very inportant factor. Jhildran boing 
initators,carefulness ,watchfulness,on wh? part of the stato aust 
bo constant and exacting, remembering alvays that the trerndous 
responsibility of the care in »rinazing up young life. io setba 
he fosterzd,prajucice ust be cast asids;squality racognisace, 
avery opportunity given to a sraduate of on India. 'esitential 
School in tha n22ded eoutinouance of uplift which Ye or che has heen 
so carefully tausht through school life. 

A study of the hone as ve heve seen is on essential to the 
training of tha Indian child. The general :dvance of the Indians to 
the .o¢ern civilisation has heen rapid end preat ccr2 wust be taken 
to auable the child to becone his own judere ina ac.epting o.. the one 
rad, the hisher ideals, and on the other, to raject that hich micht 
tand to retard und degemerate nis training. 

Application of the cjild's scientific trairins is in a great

majority of cases, and inpotsibitity. “hon he cr euntes, ha returns 
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to the reserve to settl2 on his little yvanch, but finds what when 
his mind would work, his hands are tied because of lack of initial 
pecuniary assistance to equip his vanch with those things with which 
he has been taught to work. This diffuculty should be looked into 
by those in authority and a larger opening made for this condition. 

We have also to say that the Indian child has in his white 
brother a handicap in the fact that that confidonce which the child 
has learned to partake of during his school days is not a strong as 
it might be. We therefore would ask that in conclusion,our readers 
will think of those who are giving their life for the uplift and 
advance of the aborigines of our land, and even a word of encourage- 
ment,or an act of kindness to those who have been our care, would 
be some reward for our energies and prayers. 

We would ask, in conclusion for averybhe "not +o think of his 
own things only, but pm also of the things of others."

® Tho Crows are birds that like to live where human habitation is, 
and aro saldom foune in barren lands. 

In British Columbia,thore are two kinds of crow to b2 found, the 
American and Coast Crew. 

Ths Amirican Crow is the most destructive of tho two,as it lives 
farthor from the coast, where tho land is not densely covoricd with 
thicket,and so hag more chance of getting at bird-nosts; whilo the 
coast crew is less harmfu.. 

Every yxar during tho *hroe? months of Spring is when thoy are 
th? most. bothersome. They ¢estroy the birds! nests,2at their eges, 
and young,som2 of which would b32 of great value as a?2me and insect- 
ivorous birds.

e Thora is much talk about tho crow those days,and prepls are 
dzbating whothor th? crow is usaful or destructive. The Provincial 
Govarnm2nt has put a bounty on the crow in tho hope of roducing 
thom in numbers. Thy hava jncrgased in numbor groatly and ara a 
manac? te our us3ful birds. 

Thare are two species of crow in B.C., tho Coast Crow, a loss 
dostructive creaturs,and tho Amorican Crow, the brainiost of all 
pirds,and vory cunning in his ways, and has the roputation of a robber. 
In tho n2sting season of the birds, the crows devour young insect- 
ivorcus birds, and d2stroy the 2¢¢8- In this way the crow is vory 
aostrugtive as the birds he kills, would have done fron times as 
much goed as ho would. 

It s2oms that tho only onomy of the crow is man, and the 
crow is very wise to man's wayse It would taka a geod hunter to 
get at thom nowadays, but man takes advantage of thom in the n2st- 
ing season, as it is the enly opportunity that man has. It s22ms vory ®& 
cruel to attack thom at this time, but wo are compollsd te de so, 
in order to check their increasing numbors. 

The crew is a friend in some countri2s and an onemy in othors, 
and I do not know if wo should condemn this creaatura ontirely, as

& There ar2 eleven kinds of hawks, som? are dastructive and some 
are useful. 

Tha destructive ones are the Coop2r's Hawk, Goshawk,Pig2on Hawk, 
Sharp-shinn2d Hawk,Hen Hawk and Duck Hawk. They should all ba des- 
troyed. The useful hawks that should not ba dostroyed ara the 
Red-shoulder2d hawks, Rod-Tailed Hawks ,Marsh Hawks ,Sparrow Hawks , 
Fish Hawks and Night Hawks. Tho Rid-Tail2d and Rid-Shouldered Hawks 
ara the biggest and yet more useful than other hawks. You may wonder 
why I say tho Fish Hawk is useful, but it is because tho fish hawks 
eat the dead fishes. that got swopt ashore by the tides. 

The destructive hawks that were mentioned in tho second paragrapl 
eat th2 smaller birds that raally do more good to the plants, than 
the dastructive hawks ,which also kill the chickens,ducks,and othor 
barnyard spoeci2s. 

The useful hawks oat insects ,worms,and other little ha:mful 
bugs that do nothing but destroy the crops which are 80 valuable 
to tha farmer. 

Some hawks should be all destroyed for they are of no value 
to farmers, while others should be l2ft alone to increase in number."

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Tho difforanca in gain batwoen tho girls and boys, although the 
girls aro fow3r in number than the boys, may be accountad for, not 86 
much by incroasad interest in the drinking of milk, but by the fact 
ythat thoy wor mora sertously underweight than tho hoys, who-spond 
more tino in outdror eccupations. Tha children are very proud of their 
record incrdéase and aro all out to maka it oven greater in the hal@- 
year that this issue brings to a close. The number of children now 
underwa2ight according to tho Amorican Child Health Associaticn Scale 
is now noglihible, and thase children aro racaiving special attention. 

Our school uses on an average of 100 quarts of milk a day, all 
produced from a hard of Tosted Holstoins, many of whom ara pure-brod; 
the whele hird baing quartered in a first class barn, all cattle 
thorein heing tastod ragularly for T.B. 

It might be intorosting to thosa intorast2d in fooding ober" on, 
that this increase of 745 lbs. cost the school exactly $2.28% $ Wain, 
as the cost of milk, butter, and ogas for the half-year amountad to 
just $1700. But that it is well werth 4 is cloarly shown in the 
happy facos, increased intorest in study,and hoalthy a@ispositions of 
the children.

the erection of more than one unit of 
the new Scnooi, a great deal hinges on shiz the possibility 
of my being able to get turned this coming years 

I have lately had a aelegation of wy outeiae staff asKxigse 
11 I sau tmougnt of any arrangemeng for the education of thetr 
eniiaren. I have on the staff four married men with families 
ranging in number from one to three, four of thse children 
together with my own child are of gchool age and it is nate 
ural that we should become anxious. 

I have for the coming winter arranged a programm whereby I 
intend sending two of the outside starf to the Univera ity for 
courses on Breeing of cattle and hogs and Poultry raising, 

Both men approached me concerning the possibility of their 
continuance on the staff, owing to the above coming difficulty 
stating that they did not think it would be fair to the school 
to accept thie training and perhaps in six months have to ree 
sign their positions.I of course from a business point of 

view could not mtsesw provide this course unless a guarntee 

of continued service could be given. Both men are agreed to 
give this service provided I am ina position to provide means 
for the lower school education of their children. Both are good 

men and are good for years in the school. They have gone so far 
as to say that they are willing to spend their share in paye 
ing a teacher if some provision for a school room could be madés 
it hae been my object to make provision for these children 

ac well as my own in the New Sckool which could easily ve 

done with the two unite of the school built and the Principals 
residence attached. 

You may perhaps think there is nom necessity for scientific 
training of outside staff but in order to compete with the 
scientific advance of agriculture and to run the farm and make 
it a financial success it is a necessity besides we are train« 
ing boye to go out on ranches on the several reserves and they 
should be trained to make asaccese of the work. This can only 
be accomplisher by having a touch of scientific trainig dure 
ing their school days. 

I am interested in the work here and feel I can make a success 
but wider scope must be given else the School bound to come 
to a standstill and I am sure this is not what the Dept-wishes 
any more than I do myself. 

I have written re the status of our Dairy herd and it is 
eseential that I should take every care in The development of 
tne nerd as it is now, end will in the futire become more and 
more a great financial source but without an efficient herdsman 
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it nnot go fotward as it should. There must be individual re- 
sponsibility and interest. This Mre Tims gives and his depar- 
ture at the present time would be sadly detrimental. 

While Mr. Stemp is not in immediate need of education for 
his childit will not be long ere he to will have to vacate his 
position for the same purpose. 

The Farm Manager and The Handy Man are now approaching the sam@ 
difficulty to say nothing of my own little girl who could 
readily be sent to school after next midsummmar vacation,and 
for whom I shall have to make provision . 

It is needless for me to go into other details concerning 
the immediate attention of getting into new quarters as these 
gou have had and know the difficulties surrounding the work 
here. I can truly say that we would be much happier in our 
work and administration if we could expect to be rehoused iny 
or during thes coming yeRme 

I hesitate somewhat in presenting these things to you as 
you have many demands but one cann ot allow them to remain 
in obeyance when confronted with them. will 

Trusting to receive a favorable reply whic llow the 
needed aseurance to the men and will also co y with my 
present plans in making provision for more scientific train- 
ing for the boys.With this training the men could make the 
work on t he farm more interesting in the way of judging, 
maximum production, and study of soile,filling a gap in the 
necessary education of the boys.

Hare La Sall2 left his men, ratraced his footsteps pack to Montreal 
fer to got food. In his absence the mates he loft bahind were ate 
tecked by the Iroqucis Indians, and on La Balle's raturn he found 
that only a fow of his men wore loft. So with the fow man who were 
laft La Salle set off once more in a small canoe that he had brought 
with him dewn that icy and dangerous river, but after toiling for 
some days the rapids secon o3came at sas. and it got wider and wider 
until at last La Salle fillsd with g@raat joy saw bofore him tha shim- 
mering blue waters of the Gulf of Maxic6. For having reachad there 
in safity they all sang praises to God, and built a pillar on which 
thoy floated tho Flag of Franca. 

La Salle thought that it would bi better to colonize 
the area he had explored and build a tity at the mouth of the rivor.

Dear Mr. Lett: 


Mr. Indian Agent Graham has forwarded to me your 
letter of the 29th ultimo. I note that you are eonoerned 
with the education of the children of the employees at the 
Lytton Indian Residential School. Would 1% be possible to 
let them have a row of seats in one of the regular class- 
roomet At certain of our institutions, the employees’ 
children drive to the nearest white school. I doubt the 
advisability of a classroom for white children only in an 
Indian residential sehool. 


I approve of your action in sending tvo members 
of the staff to the university for short terms. Let me 
have a special report concerning the cost of this activity. 
There ig no doubt that the Indian boys at the sehool will 
profit by better trained instructors. 


I am keeping before the Honourable the 
Superintendent General the needs of our work for the coming 
fiscal year and the urgent need of a new main building at 
this school is being kept well to the fore.

Re safe I must gay that there is no possibility at the pres- 
ent time of maxing provision for the white children in the 

Class-room as they are both filled to overflowing. 

Again these people being three miles away from the nearest 
white scgoo},which is in Lytton, 2m this also is oyt of the 
question not only from the point of view of distance but one 
cannot expect a cnild six or seven years old to drive a horse 
over such trecheroue roads as we have in these mountains. 

These men in all cases have served in schools of this type 
for upwards of ten yeamzs and I do not see why their children 
should not be given an opportunity to nave public school 
education seperate from the class-room provided for the Indian 
children. Like myself they do not fe’l that they should ex~- 
pose their children,any more than it is necessary,to the low 
standard of morale, desease and ect inherent in the Indian 
child. 

There must be some assurance as to how these men are to be 
povided for in their anxiety else I shall loose the bunch 
which, to say the least, would be very detrimental since 
they would not be easily replaced and for the past five years 
have worked with me and know what I want. I am not anxious 
to train another lot of men but would much rather overcome the, 
difficulty by making provision for them. Their loss to the 
school would not be overcome for some time. , 

In the meantime I would propose turning my present office 
into a class room for their,convenience which would tide 
the situation over and woul rs e men to procede with the pro- 
posed Short Gourse in Agriculture, which in your letter you 
have approved of.This provision would entail a small expend- 
iture to the school besides making p rovision for a teacher, 
but need not be taken into consideratiom before the spring. 

We afterwards could ascertain what could be done re making 
provision for them in the New School. 

I cannot say now whatmy own position will be if, &t least 
two units of the Mew building do not materalise this year, as 
the present necessary strain is wearing. I cannot develope 
as I wish,and with hands tied as they are,it really seems a 
waste of time in many instances. 

Under seperate cover I am submitting at your suggestion an 
approximate entimate of the expenditure I will entail sending 
two men to University for Short Course. 

I wish to thank you for this offer and also for the seasons 
good wishes. May I extend same to you and wish you every pro- 
sperity for the New Year.

In your letter you mention the 
desirability of arranging for a new building 
at Lytton Residential School. Thies is not 
what Mr. Lett wanted. It was for an extra 
room that could be used for the purpose of 
a@ classroom. They do not like the idea of 
Putting a row of desks in the Indian children's 
Classroom, owing to the great amount of tuber- 
culosis which is cropping up amongst the 
Indians all the time. 


The staff members who have children 
to education are quite willing to club together

itated by forced comfi/tition internationally, it is my belief 
that wherever po b1lé this spirit of advance should be fos- 
tered in our fone Schools. 

Our Indian population throughout the Dom. if properly dquipped 
in districts where riculture predominates, could be taught 
to take care of as taalde part of this vast industry, This 
training can be readily and successfully handled through the 
schools established by the Dept. for the education of the 
Indian child. 

This training would vary according to situation and should 
be adapted to natural climaiic production and change of 
sourrounding individualized production, for eege we in B. Ce 
must adapt an extensive mixed farming training while in the 
middle west a scientific knowledge of wheat growing. 

It seems to me that this is, every day, vecoming a great 
need from two points of view, 

1. Where ever a farm is connacted with the school, no 
matter how large or small it may be, it cannot be run ina 
hap-hazzard manner else it will soon become a liability in- 
stead of an asset and tke Dept.will be obliged to carry it at 
@ severe loss. The day aven,of a successful practical farmer 
has passed,and he finds "that he must accept science with it 
else he finds himself at the wrong end of hia financial sheet. 
This I am afraid has bee#n the case with to many of our school 
farms and except we observe scientific production,and every 
thing that goes with it,we cannot produce the required marke 
eting standard in order to compete with producer who is alive 
to the assets of scientific production grading and ect., and who 
by his quick adaptation of science aquires the highest value 
for his production. 

This year at the school we produced thirty two head of 
select hogs on which we made a clear profit of three hundred 
thet ty five dollars. These pigs were all marketed before 
they,six months old and commanded a premium of two cents a lb. 
for seclect. I also ha® ome batch of pure bred Birks two of 
this batch I sold for Herd Sires to ranchers in the neighbour- 
hood and brought me ten dollars each over themarketing values 
— sows I have kept for breeding and the remainder sold as 
selects. 

THis condition is applicable to every branch of the farm and 
pays in every case.

It would also equipp the boy to bake care of his future in 
giving him trained scope to compete with his white neighbor 
fix and in many cases take away from him the fact that, espe 
ecially in this province,he is obliged to look to foreign 
e1ement for his trauning. On tne otnuer hand be obliged to worx 
1or unaesiravies insteaa of vecoming a citizen worthy of the 
Inaian Departmental S chools,. 

This year I have planned to send two of the men employed 
as instructors @0 the University for Short Courses in Agri- 
culture and will pernaps taxe one myself if it is possiole 
for tu worn it in. In tais wanner I could with no great exe 
pense vegin opening up tae way for such training as is necess- 
ary to keep the school,,on a scientific productive standard 
and also to give the boys a trained opening into a lively- 
hood wherein they would stand not as wards of the Dept. 
but as independant citizens needing no help other than their 
school training and perhaps an initial start. This latter of 
course governed by the aptitude and general display{interest 
and ect,the boy shows in his school period. 

The courses this year folowing each other it will not mean 
extra help as during the winter monthe things are a little 
Slack and the regular work can be easily carried on with the 
remaining members of the staff hence the expense in curred 
will not exceed railway and streetcar fare board and lodging. 

This would amt. approximately from fifty to sixty dollars 
for each man, and I whuld be greatly obliged if the Dept could 
see fit to carry thé expense incurred. 

I am firmly convinced that this course of procedure will 
in every way help us over a number of difficulties. 

I wish to thank you for interest taken and trust the New 
Year will bring with it many prosperities for the Dept.

Herein, I would like to draw to your attention some of the 
conditions existing at St. George's Industrial School. 


The boys and girls dormitories are both overecrowded and 
the ventilation is wholly inadequate, The boys dormitory is so poor- 
ly lighted and dark that very little sunlight enters the room, The 
beds are so close together, in both dormitories that there is 
scarcely room to get between them, 


The heating system cannot supply the necessary heat, during 
the colder months, 


Water has to be drawn at times and pails used to flush the 
toilets. With this condition, toilets have become plugged and over- 
flown and the contents have leaked through to the basement, 


The laundry, I do not consider fit for any person to work 
in,.particularly in cold weather. The floor which is of boards built 
on tue ground is falling in, in places,and the building is in such a 
state of dela ytion that wind blows through it. ‘he children working 
in the building are cold, while breathing-in damp steamy air, 


Since school opened last fall, seven cases of Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis have developed among the children, I think that the 
conditions cited above are to be seriously considered as predisposing 
factors to the development of tiuis disease, to which Indians are 
very susceptible, 


These conditions have existed since my coming here over three 
years ago, but as there have been rumors from time to time, of a 
new school being built, I have hesitated about writing you. 


The Principal is doing the very best he can under existing 
circumstances, and it is only, I think, the fact that he has hesitat- 
ed in adding expense to the Department that he has carried on to 
this period, “urthermore he has intimated his resignation if 
conditions are not changed, 


As Health Officer, for this district, I will have no hesitancy 
in recommending the condemnation of the present buildings if some move 
is not made to better conditions before the veginning of the next term, 
The only remedy is, the erection of a new school, which should be 
proceeded with, without further delay.

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Most defects in children,yes in grown-ups tioo,are due to 
our general ignorance of the laws of health.Getting rid or 
these bodily defects is only the beggining of health w 
Every machine not only needs occasional repairs but must 
have plenty of goed fuel and eil and frequent cleaning in 
erder te do its best work.In like manner the human body 
must always be given opportunity to renew it's batteries 
from day te day by rest,sleep and proper health habits. 

These health habits are as old as the hills. They have 
been necessary for healthnfor ages, and their faithfut 
practice has kept wild animals in an enviable state of 
physical perfectioh. Human jdfe, however, has lately 
become so complicated by the many diecéveries and inventions 
and effers such a great choicw:otf conduct that we need 
supervision and guidance in our daily programme, in order 
that the doing of a few things which make for health may 
become regular and and habitual.

I beg to acknowledge your telegram dated 
April 29th. as follows: 


"Jim Baker dead body going down tomorrow 
CePeRe leaving here 1.30. I shall pay all expenses 
here. Is there any trfbal or any other fund whereby 
I may get a refund." 


In regard to this matter I beg to say 
that I arranged for tle removal of the body to the 
undertaking parlors of Harron Bros., North Vancouver, 
to await arrangements for bufial, on Saturday the % 
20th. ulte On Sunday, May lst., I received a tele- 
phone message from Mre Andrew Paull, Secretary of 
the Squamish Tribe, stating thet a new casket would 
be required for the burial of Jim Baker. I tele- 
phoned to Harron Brose, undertakers, to find out 
the reason for this request and was informed by them 
that whoever shipped the body from Lytton crammed 
the remains into a coffin which was too short by 
eight or ten inches, and that the relatives were 
greatly distressed on this account and had demanded 


that a new coffin be supplied so that the body may 
be buried decently. Mr. Paull was to have been at 
my office by appointment at ten o'clock this morning 
to further Giscuss the matter but up to the present 
moment - 4.30 P.M. - he has not arrived. I under- 
stood from him that the Indians wish the Department 
to pay for the additional service. 


In answer to your enquiry as to whether 
any funds are available for a refund of the expenses 
incurred by you, I wish to say that if the body hed 
been shipped in a decent and proper manner I would 
gladly have recommended to the Department reimbursement 
of any reasonable expenses from the funds of the Squam- 
ish Band as the boy Baker was an orphan and therefore

The undertakers evidently made a mistake in my order as when 
we went to put the body in it was short but with a little 
elevation of the knees it seemed quiet comfortable and I did 
not really think that there would be any necessity for re 
coffining. If I had thought this I certainly would have returned 
it for another. 


Simon was with me and I asked him to tell his 
grandmother of the shortness. I really was at a loss to know 
what to do as pegnage none others were in stock and the matron 
wishing to get the body away. The grandmother also wished to 
get away so that she could burry on Sunday. 


This occuring has given me an added feeling of 
sorrow and regret, unable in reality to express my feelings. 


The telegram to you was sent forward in the 
pest of spirit before the casket came and thought if there was 
any possibility of getting the expenses returned I would be 
grateful as I can ill afford the extra expense however I shall 
bear these cheerfully together with Simons fare to Vancouver.

I beg to transmit herewith a copy of an 
official letter addressed to Rev. A. Re Lett, Princi- 
pal of St. George's Indian Residential School, Lytton, 
B.C., also copy of the Rev. Principal's reply, dated 
May 4th., both of which will be self-explanatory, and 
relate to the recent death of Jim Baker, a Squamish 
Indian pupil of the St. George's Indian School. 


I feel that the Department's serious atten- 
tion should be drawn to the statement of the Rev. Prin- 
cipal that during the past winter thirteen pupils of 
this school have died, four of whom were buried within 
the past three weeks preceding these letters. I con- 
sulted on this matter with Mr. R. He Cairns, Inspector 
of Indian Schools, for British Columbia, who informed 
me that he for the month of February last had addressed 
a report to the Department setting forth the adverse 
conditions under which pupils were living at this 
school. Mr. Cairns, I believe, pointed out to the 
Depertment that there were ninety-five out of approxi- 
mately one hundred pupils had influenza at the school, 
that eleven had developed mumps and that one had died 
of pneumonia. He recommended the closing of the school 
and the return to their homes of the pupils unless 
steps could be taken by the Government to provide com- 
fortable housing for them. 


The spring having now come, improved weather 
conditions will possibly remove for the summer season

I wish to recommend that the New England Company 
be informed of our intention to purchase immediately ,that 
they be offered $10,000 in cash, $10,000 in one year, 
$10,000 in two years, and the balance plus interest due in 
three years' time. The last three payments would, of course, 
have to be included in our Estimates. I do not recommend 
that the New England Company grants for maintenance be set 
off against the Department's payments of principal and 
interest, as it would be a source of much satisfaction to me 
if the Company indefinitely continues its grants and its 
association with the Department in the conduct of the 
Institution.

Dear Mir. Mathews: 


I am very pleased to inform you that my plans for 
the Lytton Indian Residential School have rapidly materialized. 
Not only has Parliament provided sufficient funds for a new 
main building, but we have received a reasonable offer from 4 
responsible contractor. Complete plans and specifications 
were prepared some time ago and I called for tenders, which 
were opened recently. The Department is quite satisfied with 
the figure $159,000, which was entered by Adkison and Dill, 
of Vancouver, who have been found quite capable of handling 
the work. I am directing to you, under separate cover, a set 
of the plans and specifications, so you will know exactly 
what type of building is being erected. The dormitories and 
classrooms will be made ready for an initial enrolment of 150. 
However, if all available space is used. the building will 
accommodate 180 children besides the staff. 


In addition to funds for the main building, 
Parliament has provided $27,800 for water supply, sewage 
disposal, shelving, cupboards, furnishings, salary of the 
Inspector of Construction and a horse barn. There was also 
a vote of $10,000 for a first payment towards the purchase of 
the property. 


I have arranged application to His ixcellency in 
Council for authority to award the contract and I wish to 
take advantage of the New England Company's offer to sell 
their equity in the property attached to the school for a 
consideration of 28,000. The Superintendent General has 
f approved of this scheme and the Department will be glad to

The Department 
will use your grante for replacements and repsirs and will 
continue the school as an educational centre for Indian 
boys and girls, or both, and shall train the pupils in the 
teachings and doctrine of the Church of England. Further, 
the Department's intention is to have the position of 
Principal filled at all times by a Church of England 
clergyman. 


You will be distressed to learn that the Rev. 
Mr. Lett, the present incumbent, who has done so well, is 
now in hospital after an operation for appendicitis. The 
The latest reporte indicate that he is rapidly recovering. 
Our officers are lending special aid during the present 
@ifficult time and I am hopeful that, when the new 
building is completed this fall and Mr. Lett is entirely 
recovered, the school will be in a splendid position to 
continue its career of much usefulness.

For some time past I have been worried about 
the financial condition of the Lytton Indian hesidential 
Sehool. I am enclosing a statement showing the grants 
for current expenses that have been made from the time 
of Mr. Lett's appointment to the present date. You will 
notice that the school has cost the Department consider- 
ably more than the usual per capita grant. ‘The most 
recent financial statement from the Kev. Mr. Lett is that 
for the month of January, last, and shows outstanding 
accounts of over $3,000. As you are aware, the entire 
responsibility for the conduct of this institution is now 
in the Department. Altho Mr. Lett is in Holy Orders, 
we cannot ask either the ocesan authorities or any 
missionary society to assume financial responsibility. 


I have recently received an anonymous letter 
and also a communication from Mir. B. Hodkinson, senior 
teacher at the school, concerning whom Mr. Cairns reports 
very highly. These are enclosed for your perusal. I 
believe there should be a serious and careful enquiry into 
the management of the school. I have always been satis- 
fied with the integrity of the Rev. Mr. Lett, but it is 
possible that he is not the good business man we require 
for this particular post.

Dear Sir:- 

Replying to your letter of the 30th of March ask- 
ing me to make an investigation into the financial condition 
of st.George's Residential School, at Lytton, B.C., and 
also with regard to the general management, I beg to say 
that as a report on financial situation was forwarded to you 
on May 2lst, I will now deal with the question of management 
and the complaints contained in an anonymous letter which 
the Department received through Mr. B.Hodkinson, the head 
teacher. 

In this connection I beg to say that I went to 
Lytton on the &th instant and to the School on the 9th to 
look into the complaints above referred to, and while Mr. 
Hill was auditing the books, I investigated the conditions 
at the new Sthool as well as making @ full examination of the 
old buildings, which I found must have been such as to pre=- 
clude economical and efficient management. Of this, however, 
I feel that you are already aware. 

At the new School I met Mr.B.Hodkinson, the senior 
teacher, privately, and informed him of my intention to 
investigate the complaints contained in a letter signed 
“one of the Staff* which he had forwarded to the Department 
with his letter of the 24th of March, and I esked him if he 
was prepared to support the charges for which he apparently 
had taken responsibility, and he stated that he was so pre- 
pared. I then informed him that I would hold e@ meeting of

of Indian Affairs, 0 t t aw a. 
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the full staff at which Principal Lett would be present to 
defend himself. At this meeting I laid before the Staff a 
summary of the complaints, but as Mr.Hodkinson stated 

publicly that he was responsible for the letter, I then read 
it in full to all the members of the staff which comprises 
thirteen persons. After reading the anonymous letter and hear- 
ing Mr.Hodkinson's statement that he took responsibility for 
it and that it represented the consensus of opinion of the 
full staff, I was very much surprised to learn from ten of 

the thirteen members that they disclaimed any knowledge of the 
document whatever, and stated that they had no complaint to 
make; they had found the Principal, the Rev. Mr.Lett, 
extremely sympathetic and that he had tried to do everything 
humanely possible to keep them comfortable under very trying 
circumstances. There is no doubt about it but what conditions 
during the Winter at the old school were anything but 
favourable in the way of supervision, heating and general 
accommodation. There appears to have peen plenty of fuel, 

put the boilers of the heating plant were corroded owing to 
the use of the alkali water and consequently it was impossible 
to get but very little heat. 

With regard to the first complaint that the use- 
fulness of the School had been crippled by the weak policy of 
under-staffing, I am of the opinion that such is not the case, 
as the staff at the school was sufficiently large to fully 


manage the institution. It is true that at the time the 


anonymous letter was written (March ) Mr. Shoregold, the head- 


master, was absent on account of illness, but it was found 
inadvisable to make another such appointment in view of the 
fact that it was not definitely known whether Mr.Shoregold 
would be able to return to duty or not. I am inclined to the 
opinion that the complaint in this connection was made by 


Mre 
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wre Hodkinson with a view to the possibility of his pro=- 
motion to the position of head-master, if not to the principal- 
ship of the Schoole. 
The financial situation of the School has been 
fully reported on already, but in passing I may say that it is 
aifficult to understand just how Mr.Hodkinson, or any other 
4“ member of the staff, was cognizant with the matter, @8 Mre

The complaint that there had not been By preparations 
made on the farm and that most of the irrigation ditches were 
filled with weeds, sticks and stones with the consequence that 
the outlook for this year's crop was very poor, I may say that 
this complaint was not found to be correct, as it was clearly 
shown by Mr.Stemp, the irrigator, that the ditches were 
cleaned out a full week before the water was turned on. The 
farm itself at the time of my inspection was in splendid con=- 
dition and the outlook for a bountiful crop this season is 
assured, barring some unforeseen circumstance. 

With regard to the complaint about lack of opportunity 
for recreation, there appears to have been some merit in 
the same so far 4s it applied to the old premises, but con- 
ditions were unavoidable in view of the fact that the stoves 
had to be set out in the boys' recreation room for heating 
purposes and no organized games could be carried one This 
condition, no doubt, led to unrest among the pupils as on 
account of the severity of the weather, sports on the play- 
grounds were practically impossible with the consequence that 
a number of the pupils left the School without leavee 

There is some merit also in the complaint that the 
supervision of the School had not been all that it should 
have been owing to the Principal giving more attention to the

construction of the new buildings than to the management of 
the School itself. As the new School is at least half a 
mile distant from the old one, it, of course, was impossible 
for the Principal to have &s much oversight of the School 
then operating 28 was necessary, and it would have been 
much better had he confined his attention to the old School 
altogether. His action in this regard, however, may be 
excused to @ considerable extent as he was extremely anxious 
about the new buildings and there had been considerable 
delay in the starting of progressive construction. With 
regard to this particular complaint, I took occasion to 
point out to the Reverend Mr.Lett that 4s he had ea competent 
staff to operate his farm, he, for the future, should con= 
fine himself to the €ficient management of the School, and 
he agreed that he would follow this coursee 

Upon conclusion of my investigation, I pointed out 
to the Staff that the letter sent to the Department by Mre 
Hodkinson was extremely ill-timed in view of the fact that 
{jt must have been written practically on the eve of moving 
out of the old School into the new one where the conditions 
provided for plenty of recreation room, good heating, fuller 
control of pupils poth inside and outside of the institution,, 
and better management than had ever been possible in the old 
building. 

In conclusion I deem it important to inform you that 
Mr Hodkinson is leaving the school during the month of June 
as he is going to merry Wiss Spencer, one of the sewing 


matrons, and as the building will not afford any accommodation 


for he and his wife, he has tendered his resignation. [I 


feel that it is in the best interest of the School as the 
conclusion I have formed is that he is inclined to fault 
finding and trouble-making, notwithstanding his ability as @ 


teachere

TRAVSL to some of us, is an experience, to all it is part of 
our education. To myself, during my trip from England to Canada it 
was both. Amongst other things, the awfulness and beauty of the 
ocean wasshown to me as well as the care that is exercised by the 
shipping companies in transporting passengers across tha sea. 

Now take with me in your imagination, an ocaan trip from 
Southamptonm Tngland to Quebec Canada. The whole of the wharf to 
which the ship is tied is bustle and excitement as passengers en- 
deavor to make their way to the ship upon which they are sailing. 
Cars rush to and fro, porters loaded with the grips of passengers 
hurry from shore to ship and back again fearful less they shall lose 
& generous patron, cran3s groan under the weight of their loaris, the 
winches shriek ami strain as pressure is put upon them, passengers 
rush hither and thither to sea to the last of their baggage, and 
frienis rush after them in case they shall be lost in tho maze of 
corriders and last goodbyes must be said over the ship's side to 
those on the wharf. 

Hoot! Hoot! The ships siren shrieks its warning and the ery 
of "All visitors ashore" comes from the deep throated members of the 
crew. Goodbyes are brisk partings quickly ovs3r and the last visitor 
has descended to the shore; the gangway slides from the side of our 
Ship, ropas and hawsers are loosened and all is ready to head out,to 
Sea. Alrzady the little tugs attached to bow and stern are snort- 
ing away like growling puppies on a leash, anxious to pull the great 
ship into the wicer water. 

A further shriek from the siren and we are off,. slowly but 
surely our ship gathers speed, our tugs have done their work and are 
heading for the open. Away behind us the shore fades away into a 
mist, anid sentimental members of our band crowd to the stern rail and 
watch ol4 England disappsar from sight. 

Now all the passengers are not aboard yet for we have to pick 
up some more at Cherbourg on the coast of France, but fog and mist de- 
lays us and by the time we reach there night has settled and the fog 
has thickened. So dark is the night and so thick the fog that it 
is impossible for our big Ship to enter port so she drops anchor out 
side and patiently awaits the coming of the tender from the shore 
that shall bring ahoard the extra passengers. Soon the shrieking 
of a siren announces that tha tender is approaching and our ship 
senis a reply, and then from out of the fog app2ars a multitude of 
lights which slowly take tha fxm form of a ship. This is what we are 
waiting for. It is truly a wonderful sight. Now she is alongside 
she has droppad her anchor, a gangway is put across hetween the two 
shipsand the passengers hegin to come aboard. Again there is much 
bustle and excitement but the whole business does not taka long, and 
all heing over we sat sail again to the accompaniment of "Bon voyage" 
from the sailors on the tander, and the screech and rattle of chains 
as the anchor ascands from its ocean bed. 

Hoot! Hoot! is tha constant cry of our ship as she ploughs 
per way through mist and foam, and from the distance comes an answer- 
ng hoot from some other ship whose lights we can dimly discern én 
the starboard. 

Tre nour is now late and it is time for us to descend to our 
caoin, a tiny room but very compact, with two heads fixed to the wall 
one ted over the other. It is easey for we man that sleeps in the 
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lowor bet, but the man who sloaps on top has a little climbing to 40 
pafore ho can lie *own. Sleap comes oasily for the motion of tho 
ship is more conducive to sleap than the recking of a baby's cradle. 
Merning with the steward ani a cup °f tea, comes all too soon, hut

Dear Dr.Scott: 

I am writing a letter to you,the nature of 
which might at first seem a little puzzling,but of which you will 
understand the reasonableness, It is written in confidence and 
is not intended to convey any impressions of illwill felt or ex- 
pressed towards anyone. 

From information received I feel that there 
is a possibility of the Principleship of St.George's School,at 
lytton,becoming vacant. This may or may not be likely,but at 
any rate it isa possibility,and in consideration of this I am 
writing this letter. 

We have met in Lytton,Dr.Scott as I have been 
in the Indian work for three years now,and was here during your 
visit in 1928, Since I arrived in Lytton,through personal contact 
with the Indians,living in their homes,entering as far as possible 
into their lives,I have learned to love them,and would say with certainty 
and humility that I would consider it an honour to devote,and if necessary, 
to sacrifice all I possess in their service, This is not said idly 
as I realize that the future prosperity of the Indians,if it is to 


be more than an ever elusive ideal,will only be purchased by the 
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_— of still more services and sacrifice on the part of 


Chrsstian men. If it were not for the love that I have for 

the Thompson Indians I would not consider myself in any way 
capable of assisting them in the great effort that they are making. 
and must make.to secure for themselves a creditable position among 
the civilized people of the world today. 

And thés letter is expressly an offer of 
my services,in the hope that such as they are they will be accepted 
in the event of a vacancy occurring at St.George's School, whether 
it occur soon,or at some distant date. 

It is necessary to advertise myself,and I 
hope you will not consider me presumptious in doing so. 

I shall be 27 in April,having been ordained 
in 1927 at Lambeth Palace,Eng.,by the Late Archbishop of Canterbury, 
for work among the Thompson Indians, I was educated at King 
Edward's School,Birmingham,and St.Augustine's College,Canterbury, 
where I spent fime years in special missionary training,and 
obtained my L.Th.of Durham University. I left home on the 
completion of my college course and have been working in Lytton 
until now. 

I am keenly interested insport,having had 
the opportunity of leading my college friends in several 
departments of this integral part of School life. 

I have had a fair amount of contact with 
the St.Georg’s School as I am chiefly supported in my position 
here by the New England Company for the purpose of caring for the 
ex-pupils of the School. 

During the past year I was successful in 


obtaining,from Archbishop dePencier,a cup which was presented to 
the School for competition upon the lines of the English House 
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item; and under the name of the Divisiona] system,tris competition 


has been introduced,as it was submitted by me,into every branch 
of the School life --- work,sport and industry,and in the words 
of the Principle to me a month ago; "It kas revolutionized the 
whole School". I mention this in an endeavour to indicate 
the deep rooted interest which I feel,and will always try to express 
in the future prosperity of the Indians. 

I have no knowledge of the salary paid to the 
Ppinciple of St.George's School,and whether it is small or large 
it does not act as a deterrant or an attraction. The money 
end does not influence me so long as it is adequate. 

My interest in the Indians,Dr.Scott,is genuine. 
Since the beginning of the year Dr.Renison,the Dean of Christ Church 
Cathedral,Vancouver,B.C.offerred me the position of curate at the 
Cathedral,a position holding very great possibilities to a young 
man,and in almost every respect more congenial than the Missionary 
work I am doing: not to mention a 50% increase in salary and a 
greatly reduced overhead. To arrive at a decision was 
difficult,but in deciding to remain in the Indian Mission work 
I feel I have done what is right,and I shall be happy to devote 
many more years work in the cause of the people,whom,as very dear 
brothers and sisters,I love. 

I returned from Vancouver,Dr.Scott,with the 
conviction that I had been guided to decline the offer of work 
at the Cathedral because there was a very special work to be done 
before I severred my connection with the Thompson Indians: and I 
feel that if,as a result of the Principleship of St.Georg’s School 
becoming vacant,and my recommendation being satisfactory,I am emabled 
to occupy that position, I can best express my real love for 


my new countrymen through the channels which such a position offers. 
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I may be premature in submitting this,but I do it 
@ conridencedr. scott ,asarred that,should such an occasion as I 
suggest arise you will give this your apt consideration. 

I have,what I imagine is not easily obtained,the 
confidence of the Indians,of this I have been recently assurred 
in an unsolicited recommendation which the Indians sent to the 
Bishop of Cariboo,asking that my position among them be made a 
permanent one;they have asked my permission to send a similar 
letter to you,and under the circumstances I have expressed my 
willingness for them to do so. Other quabifications,such 
as I possess,may be better deduced from recommendations from 
several people,which I can subsequently submit,if you should 
require them. 

For the present I am pleased at all times to forward 
the work which the Rev.A.R.Lett is doing at the School.

Dear Mr. Strang, 

For the past couple of years I 
have been thinking of making application to the Dee 
partment for the extension of our Summer holidays 
to eight weeks, instead of sixe My reasons for com- 
ing to this conclusion are twofold; one is, that our 
children realising that their white neighbours receive 
two months vacation and that they themselves should 
be recognised accordingly. Ina great many cases 
their return to school is tardy and it has been very 
difficult to get the children back by the lst. Septe, 
in fact for the last two years I have not been able 
to make up my full quota for quite two weeks after 
the school has opened and have therefore not been able 
to do much in the class rooms for that length of time. 
The fact of the children knowing that neighbouring 
schools receive two months holiday increases our dif 
-iculties. 

Secondly, some of our teachers 
wish to attend Summer Schools and their return here in 
the middle of August interferes with the course as such 
courses do not finish until about August 25th. It is 
true that this year there may not be any Provincial 
Summer Schools, but this will only apply to 19351. 

I think on the whole it would be 
a@ benefit to the children and to the school if the De- 
partment could see fit to allow us a full two months 
vacation, and trust that this application wili be 
favourably received. 

Yhere has heretofore been strong 
objection in the Hop Industry where so many of our In- 
dians have been putting in time, but the majority of 
our children coming from families who depend on their 
own farms, relieves this objection, and I really think 


that the children would be better for the added two 
weeks. :

AS you are no doubt aware, a recent awit 
of the books of the St. George's Residential Sehool 
indicated that the bookkeeping was extremely unsatis- 
factory as it did not show the financial position of 
the school. 


On the suggestion of the auditor it has 
been decided to initiate a new financiai routine and 
I attach detailed instructions which should be carried 
out in future. 


You will note perticularly that at the end 
of each month a financial statement should be pre- 
pared and duplicate copies of this should be 
forwarded to Indian Agent Strang who, in turn, will 
forward one copy to the Commissioner's office in 
Vancouver. 


The auditor also reported fully with 
reference to the sale of handicraft. apparently 
it has been the custom to send goods on consignment 
to various stores and it is extremely doubtful if 
this was a profitable venture. However, without 
considering the financial side of the matter, there 
is another angle with which we have had considerable 
experience. I refer to the fact that we feel that 
Indien residential schools should not engage in 
extensive commercial activities. [t is understood, 
of course, that there may be a surplus of farm 
products which might have to be sold in the open 
market but [ refer particularly to other commercial

I desire to refer you to my letter of 
January 15 last with reference to the St. George's 
Indian Residential School. In the last paragraph 
of that letter I pointed out to you that the monthly 
financial statements for the months ended November 
30 and December 31 had not been forwarded by the 
Prineipal. It is now February 17 and we have not 
received either the reports just mentioned or the 
report for the month ended January 31. It is 
difficult to understand why the Principal has 
apparently ignored the inatruotions contained in 
official letter of October 24. Please take up 
this matter with him immediately and point out 
definitely to him that the Department expects 
these monthly financial statements promptly at 
the end of each month. 


In a previous communication I intimated 
to you our desire that you should visit this school 
occasionally and make certain that the new Principal 
is handling matters in the way we desire. Have you 
found it possible to go to st. George's School since 
Mr. Hives took charge? I think you will agree with 
me that, although we are confident that Mr. Hives 
should be able to handle this school, at the same 
time, in view of past experiences, it is very 
important that a close check should be kept on it. 
You oan, therefore, understand why I am so anxious 
to have you visit the school in order that you may 
let me have a first-hand report regarding its 
operation under the present management.

‘Some 
dozen or so members of the staff of St. veorge's School were 
present at this lecture. following t lecture refr 
were served in the Principal's nesidence to all mem 
my audience who cared to attend, 


the school I visi 
children at their mee on two occasions, and also with 
heverend Principal visited the kitchens, boys' basement, 
Manual Training shop and certain other parts of the school. 


The whole of my visit to St. George's School 
for he purpose of rendering any assistance possible to 
the new teachers and to the Neverend rrincipal himself. it 
was in no sense an inspection of the school, and therefore the 
usual report is not being forwarded, A regular inspection will 
be carried out at a later date. 
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My last report on this school is dated September 10th 
O34. At that time “rr, N, Stewart was Acting Principal of the 
school, and was also in charge of the Senior Boys' Class. 
He was a certificated teacher holding an Alberta First Class 
Certificate and had ten years experience in Indian schools. 


At the time of my last inspection the remaining 
classroom teacners werei- 


Wiss Dora P, nite First Class 5.C.Certificate 
and nine years experience i 
indian schools. 
ate 
Second Class Manitoba Certifie 
and fifteen years experience 
4{ncluding two years in Indian

Miss .H."alkem Indian, on first appointment 
witn only a few weeks teaching 
experience and holding an 
Interim First Class 5.C- 
Certificate. 


The whole of the above qualified teachers have left 
St. George's School since the appointment of the present 
Principal and are now engaged in “ar activities. As far a & 
I ean discover none of these teachers were satisfied to remain 
on the staff under the present Principal. 


I am particularly sorry to lof#se the services of 
Miss walkem, towards whose education at the Victoria Normal 
School the Department had made a grant, and who did splendid 
work nere I find by the response to my questions and teaching 
in the Junior Classroom which she left only a few weeks ago. 
The various Uraaes taught by her are wll above the average 
for this time of the year. 


It is of course particularly afficult to obtain 
qualified certificated teachers at the present time, ine 
teacners liste below none of whom hold Provincial Certificates 
are at present in charge of the various classrooms. 


senior Boys: Mr, Richard bdward Allen, 4ge Sl, educated 
Vancouver College and at the Anglican 
Theological School attached to the University 
of »ritish Columbia, “© Allen has Senior 
watriculation standing and has taught for 
some six years in Private boys! Schools in 
jancouver and West Vancouver. 

Senior Girls? Miss Alwen Mary ‘omer Flower, Age 55, 
educated in mgland and holding the English 
soard of “ducation Certificate for elementary 
schools following 4 two years training in 
Truro, “ngland. This girl hes had some 
ten years teaching experience in inglish 
elementary schools. 


Junior Grades: Miss Jean Leona Hives, 4ge 21, daughter of 
the Keverend Principal. Miss Hives passed 
nart of the Junior Matriculation test in 

Ontario and toox« at least one year's music 
in Toronto. 


Primary oom: Mrs Ivy Winnifred Ansell, Age 56, 
urs Ansell did not complete her certificate 
as a teacher in england where she however 
taugat about two years. Coming to 5.C. she 
taugat for avout four years in various orivate 
schools. 
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& Of the above teachers only Miss Flower can be considered 

a professional, che appears to me to be a highly capable 

teacher. Mr, allen may or may not prove a success. As far as 
I could learn in Vancouver he is not noted as a successful 
teacher. With the professional assistance which + have given 
to him during the present visit to St. George's School he 
may do better. Though he is qualified to enter the Vancouver 
Normal School he would not appear to have considered it worth 
his while to take the course there, and has therefore no 5.C. 
certificate. 


Miss Hives is only acting as a substitute teacher in the 
classroom till such time as tne Heverend Principal can find 
a qualified teacher. she was and is also acting as a girls' 
suvervisor at the school, or in some such capacity. 

Miss Hives is most anxious to teach as well as she can and 
I do not think she is neglecting the classroom work. 


Mrs Ansell does not appear to me to be a very successful 
teacher, but here again she may do much better now that she 
has some idea of what is required in the teaching of the 
Primary Sub Grades in an Indian school. She has a very 
good background and was at Oxford following her partial training 
in “ngland. 


Apart from the fact that none of the teacher at_tne school 
hold Provinvial certificates recognized in Canada, I mst say 
that the general conditions found to exist in the various 
classrooms are quite satisfactory at the present time. The 
whole of the teachers are sincere in their desire to do their 
best for the children. They all ap,eared very glad indeed to 
have my advice, and all took notes througnout my two day visit. 


After my proposed regular inspection of the school in 
May next, ten various standard tests will be given to the 
children, it will be possible to judge better the success or 
failure of the various teachers now employed at St. George's. 


The food being supplied to the children appears to me to 
be excellent in every way. 


Fire drills are organized ad the Manual Training is being 
properly carried out. 


The children appear quite happy. +hey are certainly under 
much better control than on the occasion of previous visits. 
I do not know just how much corporal punishment there is at 
the school. This matter will be gone into in greater detail 
in my next report. 


from the various Class lists handed to me by the teachers 
there would ap»vear to be 79 boys and 84 girls at the moment in 
the school. I saw ali_of these children except one boy in 
Grade 3 who was ill. J am not perfectly certain that these 
numbers are correct but they may be taken as approximate. 


The whole of the school was much cleaner than on the occasion 
of any former visit. 


I trust that tue information contained in this brief 
report on my vist to ot. George's School will be of assistance 
to you and the officials of the Department.

Behool, Worley, Alberta, and the Grouard (R. C. School. 
It would appear that at both these institutions they 
have succeeded in building up very fine pupil organiz- 
ations. The members of these organizations enjoy a 
large measure of autonomy and in this way develop 
initiative and assume responsibility. I am hopeful 
that after you get definitely settled at Lytton you 
will explore the possibilities of promoting such 
organizetions amongst the pupils, if such organiz- 
ations are not already in existence. 


Your courtesy in sending forward the 
book of rules is very much appreciated.

to the bede They also had stocks in the playgrounds. And

I am telling you this, be®ause I want you to 
know how very mech has to be irradicated from the memories 
of these people, before they will develope confidence in 
the administration of this school. And until that confidence 
is developed. very little will be done in the matter of 
autonomy and pupil orranizatione It will comes I know it 
will come. by God's help. After I came here. I looked into th 
the matter of forming groupes and placing captains and their 
respective assistants at the head of each groupe of 12 boys. 
The Sre Teacher said it could never worke “e ridiculed the 
idea, amd gave no support or encouragement: to the movement. 
He has gone, and rightly soe I have kept the idea alive, 
and the Yaptains have been recognisede Recognised by the 
payment to them of one dollar a month, and I know it will 
succeede During the last six months, I have tried to teach 
my boys just one things A sense of Honoure Towmrd the end of 
the term, they were just beginning to reAlize a little of the 
glory of ite And next term they will realize mores 


After years and years of mal-sdministration, 
plea-e dont look for definite results too ouickly from Ste 
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Georgests. But it will come, With God's help, and your 
pe ve oe and human sympathy you wont be disappointed.

Dear Mr. Hives: 


Please pardon me for not replying to your 
letter of October 23 until now. I have been absent 
from the office on a somewhat extended inspection trip 
in southwestern Ontario - hence the delay. 


It is my understanding that Mr. Phelan, 
in my absence, has been in communication with Major 
Mackay, in respect to the purchase of cattle for your 
school. It is altogether likely that Vajor MacKay will 
discuss this matter with you at an early date, if he 
has not already done so. ‘Ye naturally hesitate to spend 
this amount from the funds of the New England Company. 
It was our hope that the few dollars in this fund might be 
kept for an emergency. Mr. Phelan learned from the New 
England Company during his recent visit to London that 
their contributions to our schools are apt to cease at any 
time. I am afraid the financing of our schools in the 
immediate future will present a very serious and a very 


difficult problem. All the schools that I have recently 
visited are badly in need of repairs, and there appears 
to be a steadily growing opposition to the operation of 
residential schools by the general public. 


I was glad to learn that you had settled 
down at Lytton. Your interest in your pupils and in their 
general welfare has always been deeply appreciated. f feel 
confident that you will make a worthwhile contribution at 
St. George's,

I beg to forward herewith a letter addressed to Mr. 
Indian Agent Strang by Reverend C.F. Hives, Principal of 
the above noted school, requesting an advance of $1500.00 
from the New England Company funds to assist in financing 
the operation of the school, which he finds difficult at 
this time on receipts from the per capita grant, together 
with a letter from Mr. Indian Agent Strang endorsing the 
application. 


In discussing this matter with Mr. Hives, he advised 
that he attributes the need of this assistance mainly to 
the increase in the cost of clothing and foodstuffs; he 
also pointed out that it had been necessary for him to in- 
crease the salaries in some cases in order to secure suf- 
ficient staff to keep the school in operation. I am sure 
the Department will agree that it is much better that the 
Principal advise the Department promptly, as he has done in 
this case, of difficulty in respect to financing, than to 
permit a situation to develop such as was experienced prior 
to his going to St. George's. Under the circumstances and 
in view of the importance of operating the school on a 
sound financial basis, I would recommend that the application 
be favourably considered.

I am not asking 
for any raise in my salary, but if financial help could

We are just about to commence our new term, and 
I am hopeful of it being the best in the school's history. 
Not because I have a very wonderful staff; but because there 
is such a wonderful spirit existing between the school and 
the parents and pupils.

Dear Mr Hoey: 


While listening to the C.B.C. news broadcast 
last evening, it was announced that the Department intends 
increasing and intensifying academic education of Indians. 

I em enclosing 2 letter which I recently wrote to Mr Phelan. 
T feel very strongly about the matter, or danger, of over 
emphasizing academic education of our Indians. I am of 

the opinion it can be overdone, s0 that the Indian becomes 
somewhat over-balanced with his own importance, end therefore 
becomes a menace to his own welfare and steady progress, 
which he should make in order to attain the social standing 
he desires- 


There is a large percentage of Indians who 
are shiftless and lazy+ Would it not be well to emphasize 
manual training in their educatione We here, at Ste George's, 
heave our Manual Shope The boys take to it; and like it 


very mucy better thah they do the classrooms I do sincerely 
hope this matter will be taken into consideratione 


It is too bad we are so widely scattered; for 
I am of the opinion that you could obtain much valuebdke help, 
if you could have a small conference of principals and 
teachers, representing a cross section of Indian work 
throughout Canada, and of the various churches, or religious 
bodies. 


I am convinced that religion must have its 
place in the education schemee Not altogether as a church 
matter; but as an integral part of the training plan recognised 
by the Departments These people are a religious peoplee Always 
have beene And if specific time is not alotted to this part 
of their developement, they will, and do actually make a 
horrible form of religion, which is a menace to every effort 
we put forth for their welfaree And no amount of academic 
education will, of itself, eradicate it, or give to them the 
stability of character they neede 


Another thing:- I feel we should be very 
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uch more careful in our choice of the ones who are to be 
given advanced education. ‘they should be, not only capable 
of taking advanced education, but more important still, they 
should have personal qualities in themselves that will 
insure their making a fair success of their professione 


There are some, who are so intensely indian, 
I feel it is almost a crime to encourage them to venture 
forth into professional life. At this moment we have a 
problem right here in the hospital at Lytton. An Indian 
nurse, fully qualified, has come to use She is from Lac la 
Rongee She is having an extremely difficult and unhappy 
timee Last week two nurses, (One of them acting ‘aatees) 
sent in an ultimatum, saying that if we did not get rid of 
the Indian nurse, they would quit before night. In honor, 
we felt bound to let them gos The only reason, as far as 
we could find out, for their action, was the fact that the 
nurse is Indian and has a higher professional standing than 
theye Moreover, any nurse or nurses, who would forske their 
positions at a moment's notice are not worthy of consideration 
At the same time, the Indian nurse, who is efficient, honest, 


clean and of a high moral character, has a road before her, 
which, if she pursues it, will be almost a hell for here 


I am very anxious indeed to see, and if 
possible to witness to, the success of our worke And because 
of this; and because of the years I have spent in the work, 

I would ask for your liberal consideration of what I have 
writtene

Dear Mr Hoey: 


I am writing you a personal letter about a 
matter which has caused me some concern; and mwbout which 
I would like your consideration and advice. 


Would you approve of my asking the WeAe of 
the Anglican Church to give us some support in the matter 
of cRothing, linen and beddings (I have by me a list of 
clothing etc., which I have to buy before Winter, amounting 
to approximately $1,000e00.) This would all be prowided 
for by the W.A. if this school were supported by the W.A.) 
But that is not my reason for asking the question. 
Heretofore, as far as I am aware. they have never been 
appreached in this concern; neither has the Anglican 
Church, as far as I am aware, ever given any support, 
financial or otherwise, toward the maintenance of Ste 
George's Schoole I am not making this statement in the 
spirit of criticism or judgement; but. in some way. the 
Anglican Church, is stromgly of the opinion that St. George's 
School is part of her heritage and spiritual responsibility. 


I do not know just how you feel about the 
matter, but I am very strongly of the opinion that the 
Church, whatever be her creed or denomination, should 
maintain, and encouraged by your Department to maintain, 
a spiritual administration over the Indians; and 
particularly over every department of the school life. 
I mean in seeing that the staff workers are people with 
definite Christian principlese My belief is that the 
Indian is naturally religious; and if those religious 
tendencies are not guided aright, their whole spiritual 
and moral character becomes warped’ degradede 


From the way I size up the situation, and 
from a letter recently received from New England Company, 
this school of Ste George's is not ea Church school, yet 
the Anglican Church. through the principal appointed by 
you maintains her spiritual administrations and influence 
in the schoole I presume such a condition will continue 
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& so 1 as a prudent, and efficient administration is 
maintained. But7% rdained man fail to give the required 
Satisfaction, and the school again begame a problem, I 

Ria —<presume)would appoint whomsoever they saw fit, in or out 
of the ministry; which would. of course, cauge some 
umeasy feelings in the church. 


4s I have said above, I am very strongly 
of the opinion, that, for the best interests and welfare 
of the Indians. the school needs the administration and 
supervision of the Churche And the Indian needs tye 
Chureh in his upward climb to social equality. But if 
the ch has not been subscribing in anyway to the 
maintenance of the schaol, I dont see how she can expect, 
or how the Department can give any sympathetic 
consideration to the Church's claims to nominate an 
administrator. 

If, om the other hand, the Church, through 
any of her branches or channels, can show that she has 
subscribed to the maintenance and support of Ste George's, 
no doubt her position in the eyes of the Department would 
be strengthened. 


I would be very much obliged if you 
would let me know how you feel about this matter.

I have for acknowledgment your 
letter of August 12th and have noted with the utmost 
interest the expressions of opinions contained therein. 


It is not an easy thing to define 
or to express in words the relationship that exists or 
should exist between the Government, the Church of England 
in Canada and the New England Company with respect to the 
operation of the two residential schools to which the Com- 
pany have been contributing. We have experienced the utmost 
difficulty in bringing about an adjustment at Brantford. Al- 
though the Church of England have at no time contributed to 
the operation of the Mohawk Institute or to its upkeep, the 
Archbishop of Huron takes the stand that he should have the 
right to nominate the principal. The unbending attitude he 
has taken has led to a great deal of delay and confusion. 

I heartily agree with you that where the Church demands the 
right of nominating the administrator they should at least 
assume a portion of the financial burden. I am convinced 
that the taxpayers would insist on this if the subject ever 
becomes a matter of public discussion, 


I can see no valid reason why you 
should not accept the gifts of clothing from time to time 
from the W.A, These gifts would tend to create a greater 
interest on the part of the Church people in the school and 
would prove helpful to you from the standpoint of school 
finance. In this connection, you might discuss also with 
Major MacKay the desirability of securing a certain amount of 
discarded military clothing for instructional purposes. We 


eoeee shave 
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have discovered that the remodelling of this clothing 
provides the Indian population, particularly senior girls, 
with invaluable training - the training that serves a use- 
ful purpose after they take up life on the reserves.

Dear Mr Phelan: 


I am writing you regarding the matter of 
applying to the Selective Service for my staff. So far, 
I have received very little help from them; and most of 
those who have come to me through the Selective Service 
office have been of little or no usee Pretty well, the 
type of people we are able to ¢é e for this work are 
not in it for what they can get out of ite I mean, our 
best and most efficient workers are those who have a 
heart for the worke Generally speaking, Selective 
Serviee do not have that type through their offices. 


A little while ago the District Enforcement 

Officer came here and raised trouble because I was not 
able to show that all my workers had not been engaged 
through Selective Service. It seemed to me he was rather 
umreasonable in the attitude he tooke Anyway I tried ta 
call on him yesterday in Kamloops, and he was not in. 

His second in command was, and I lained the matter to 
him. He said “Whgy not write your Department and get an 
exemption’ Hence my reason for writing youe 


Last Spring I was greatly in need of a 
male help on the staff, and had advertised through the 
Selective Service in Vancouver. A man applied, but because 
we are in the Kamloops district, his application had to be 
tramsferred from the Vancouver office to the Kamloops 
office, where it was looked over and after a while sent 
on to mee I determined to work as fast as possible in 
securing the man, and jumped on the train at three oclock 
in the morning. The train arrived in Vancouver, where the 
man lived, at 8e50. I immediately went to the phone and 
called up the mane The answer was "I am not interested, 
have another jobe" 


If you cam get us an exemption from all this 
fuss and ummecessary bother, I think you would be helping 
us out, and I could then apply through the church papers 
where we would be more likely to get the right type of

WELFARE AND TRAININGs 


The regulation governing payment of Family Allowances 

to school age children only when they attend school is 
going to be of considerable assistance in the matter of 
attendance of children at the Day Schools. My first 
report in this matter to the Family Allowances recommends 
deductions in many cases in order té@ impress upon the 
parents necessity of having their children attend if they 
wish to secure the Allowance. In the case of children 
attending the Residential school there is some apathy 

on the part of the parents in view of the fact that they 
do not receive the Allowance when their children do 
attend. 


My recent survey of the school situation for the Agency 
reveals that there are a large number of children not 
attending schools. In some cases, especially in the 
southern part of the agency, accommodation in the 
Residential school is not sufficient with the result 
that children of school age cannot attend. My survey 
strongly recommended the erection of a day school in the 
Nicklepalm area of the Lytton Reserves as I am sure that 
good attendance would result. T have made similar 
recommendations for the Fountain and Bridge River and 
Katz Reserves in order to relieve the situation for the 
Residential schools,

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As I have recently returned from a visit to several 
of our schools I think it well to give you a few notes of 
what I found. 


St. veorges, Lytton: While we have no responsibility 
for this school mr. House and i were anxious to see vrineipal 
Hives who is rather a lonely man in his present location. 

By stopping off between trains on the return journey, we 
spent eight hours at the school. it is truly a very effi- 
cient institution and we gained a very favorable impression 
of the business-like administration of the rrincipal. - rhe 
state of the farm was a revelation and made us very envious 
as we recall the difficult conditions under which most of 
our school farms are operated. in the evening i had the 
opportunity of addressing the congregation at the uvening 
Service in the beautiful stone Church. it Was truly rever etit 
and beautiful service and the singing of the children was 
delightful. mr. House and 1 felt that the soirit of the 
school was in every way admirabl» and we were very glad to 
have had the opportunity of visiting it.

Dear Mr, Hives: 


I have for acknowledgment your 
letter of June 7th, in which you seek information with 
respect to the time when the representative of the New 
England Company is likely to arrive in Ottawa, 


I regret to state that shipping 
conditions being what they are at the moment, I find it 
difficult to even suggest when this representative of 
the Company is likely to arrive here. We shall, I feel 
sure, however, experience little difficulty in communi- 
eating with you just as soon as the dete of his arrival 
is announced, 


I note with interest your refer- 
ence to the fact that additional funds might be secured 
for educational work from the New England Company. I am 
disposed to think, with the information at my disposal, 
that we are more likely to lose the assistance we are now 
receiving. The New England Company sustained tremendous 
losses during the course of the wer and losses from which 
they are not likely to recover in the immediate future, if 
at all. In any event, I think it would be very unwise to 
build up hopes based on the thought of additional aid. My 
personal opinion is that the time has arrived when the 
Canadian Government should assume full responsibility for 
the education of the Indian population in this country. It 
seems to me somewhat inconsistent that Canada should be 
granting loans to Britain on the one hand and seeking assist- 
ance in the operation of our Indian schools from missionary 
societies in England, on the other. However, this is 4 mat- 
ter on which there may be room for argument and discussion.

A Defense of St. George's 
THE WORK OF 


Editor, The Sun: Sir, The following 
headlines appeared in your newspaper 
last Friday Church Indian Schools 
held inferior I am not writing this 
letter as a protest against the head 
lines, but with an earnest effort to 
place before you a few facts of what 
the Chureh has done and is doing for 
Indian education, Facts which ave not 
genevally known, and will ultimately 
be lost if these ulterior nd sinister 
criticisms be allowed to go unchal 
lenged 

After reading over the account un 
der the headlines, I was rather startled 
to find that the Indian young man 
who made the statement, comes of 
rathee a large family, all of whom owe 
far more to Church Indian school edu 
cation than they can ever hope to re 
pay. Not very often does the Church 
receive recognition or even apprecia 
tion from them for anything she has 
done for them. Although many thou 
sands have received an education and 
training, which would otherwise never 
have come their way had it not been 
for the Church during the many years 
she has been administering to them, 
never at any time has she called on 
them for any monetary payment; her 
one aim has been to give to them that 
which shall eventually lead them to 
equality of citizenship with all other 
peoples of this country. More fre 
quently than not, her efforts to edu 
cate have received vigorous protest 
from the pupil, and have required, on 
the part of the teachers much patience. 
faith, and a very careful manipulation 
of the very limited financial resources 
with which to carry on the work 


A Family's Education 


The young man who made the state 
ment owes to St orge’s School six 
of his early education, which 

Ss, no doubt, been one of the contrib 
uting factors to his now enviable 
Status as a student in the UBC. His 
sister holds a B.C, teacher's certifi- 
cate, an attainment or accomplish- 
ment which she owes directly to the 
education, care, guidance and influence 
she received from St. George's School 
Four other brothers received more 
than an average education at St 
George's School. Three or four other 
sisters also received their education at 
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ONE 


St. George's School. Last Saturday I 
sat down and conversed with two of 
these sisters, who had come some dis- 
tance to visit the school, While talkir 
with them I felt very proud of th 
fact that this school had given to them 
that which, in the matter of education 
and poise of conduct, has made them 
more than equal to the average lady of 
the land, It was a real delight to con 
verse with such intelligence The 
father of this family held a very good 
position as section foreman on the 
railway. His income was sufficient to 
have allowed him to send his children 
to the village public school where he 
lived. He chose to send them to St 
George's School. We now have sev 
eval younger generation children of 
the family 


What It Costs 


We have in residence at St. George's 
School 198 pupils. While they are here 
they are looked after as a family and 
are no cost to their parents, Until last 
October we received a per capita grant 
allowance from the government of 
Canada which worked out to approxi 
mately 70 cents per day per child 
Since then the grant has been increas 
ed and amounts to approximately $1.10 
per day per child, With this revenue 
we must buy all food, clothing, pay all 
Salaries, 20 in all, buy light, fuel, and 
attend to all other financial obligations 
connected with this institution. If this 
were a secular institution such finan 
cial] resources would not be sufficient 
Being a Church institution this grant 
is supplemented by financial support 
from an old missionary society in Eng 
land 

Were we to close our doors many of 
our pupils would be absolutely de 
prived of a chance to attend school. To 
substitute the educational work done 
by this school 20 day schools, each 
with a teacher's residence, would have 
to be built (And that is a very con 
servative estimate.) Last year we ad. 
nitted new pupils, all between the 

e of seven and eleven years. Most 
of these had never had a chance to 
attend school. Fine, normal children 
they are, but who would still be de 
prived to attend school had we not 
taken them in, Abolish the Church 
residential schools and you will find,

ov the ratepayers of Canada will find, 
that many millions of dollars will have 
to be found to supersede the present 
system. Or, If the matter became a 
provincial one, the Educational Depart- 
ment would find quite a problem on 
their doorstep 

My teaching staff consists of four 
fully-qualified B.C. certificated teach- 
ers; a manual instructor, trained by 
the Canadian Army, and a good shop 
with some power tools; a gymnastic 
instructor with well-equipped gym- 
nasium, Five of my pupils are at- 
tending high school in the village and 
are taken there every morning by our 
own bus and brought back in like 
manner in the evening. I expect five 
more to attend high school next year, 
or rather next term. 

I would be very much obliged if you 
would send a reporter to visit our 
school, Perhaps you would serve a 
very good purpose by doing this, and 
be the means of exploding some of the 
adverse criticisms which I feel have 
their origin in some sinister and subtle 
movement that would close Church 
doors and Church schools in order to 
bring about their desired chaos in our 
social order Your reporter does not 
need to warn us of his coming. He 
would find us doing the same one 
thing Looking after a large and or 
dered family 


No Corporal Punishments 


We are not perfect by any means 
There are many, many things we 
would like to do more than we are do- 
ing Many more improvements we 
would like to make, and will make as 
time and means give us the oppor: 
tunity, But with the limited resources 
we have, and with the help of God, 
whom we try to serve, we are not 
ashamed of our efforts and the many 
wenderful results we obtain, Dur- 
ing the past eight years we have had 
actually one death only in school, Duv- 
ing the past nearly three years we 
have had no case of truancy. And dur- 
ing that time there have been no cor- 
poral punishments. ‘These are facts 
which I think should speak louder 
even than headlines in a newspape 
which may, perhaps, be of interest two 
the public.

Miss Howe was_a member of my staff from 
November 1946 to end of May 1948. From the standpoint 
of loyalty to duty, I could not wish for anyone better, 
but she caused a great deal of mischief and unhappiness 
with the other members of the staff, which in the end 
left me no other choice than to dismissher at a moment§s 
notices It was either that or lose a valuable teacher. 
The administrator of the hospital at Lytton spoke to me 
not so very long before, telling me that he would have 
to ask Miss Howe to stay away from the hospital, as she 
was causing friction amongst the staff there. te you 
care to write to anyone a Moose Factory school, who 
was there while she was on the staff there, I think you 
will have the same story. 


The rule here is that the staff members 
receive two weeks salary extra when they leave for their 
holidays, and if they return they receive two weeks salary 
on their arrival. 


I diemissed Miss Howe on May 30th., and 
paid her in full to the end of Maye I do not consider 
that Miss Howe is entitled to any extra salary after 
being dismissed, and I am sure that the members of my 
staff would uphold me in my action. I try to be fair 
in all my dealings with my staff; but there are times 
when disciplinary methods have to be usede 


If it is the wish of the Department that 
I should send to Miss Howe the money she demands, I shall 
do sop but from a legal standpoint, I understand from 
the Unemployment office that when a person is dismissed 
from a position for any serious charge, such as that 
which caused Miss Howe's dismissal from the staff of our 
school, no tonne would ve ere

I know I should not be writing direct 
to you about my worries, but from my exverience with 
you in the past, I feel sure you will realize that I 
would not bother you over our affairs if matters were 
running on an even keele From the standpoint of order and 
progress, happiness and good health amongst the pupils, 
and good relationship with the parents, dont think I 
could wish for anything better than what we are now 
enjoyinge But it is this gnawing fear of debt, takes 
away or nullifies the best of one's ability to serve. 


So far, I have been able to keep out of 
debs, but only by scimping and making others do likewise. 
But there seems to be no limit to the high that commodities 
are soaring, and unless financial help increases, we 
simply cannot honorably carry one 


I wonder if Indian Residential schools 
are all rocking in the same boat. If so, I feel sure 
that the matter is before you as an urgency that must 
receive attention. 


In the matter of helping ourselves, we 
have done very welle In fact, had not the land given of 
her natural help, in the way of fat sheep, pigs and the 
fruits, we would now be in very poor financial circumstancese 


If this matter is under consideration 
with you, and those whose responsibility it is to de@ide 
on these things, I would also like to add my bit of weight 
by letting you know that we are going through very difficult 
financial embarrassments.

I am wondering what 
you would do were you in my (lace. We have no money in 
the banke In fact, we owe them money until our per capita 
allowance comes ine I suppose, in that respect, we are 
in company with all other Indian Residdéntial schools. 

I am very thankful to say, from what I can gather, we 
are not quite so badly off, and, do feed our pupils, and 
pay our staff, but only because we, a8 a staff work very 
hard to make ends meet. Nevertheless we owe money; and 
until we are clear of our legitimate debts, I dont see 
how I can honestly pay Miss Howe money to which she has 
no legitimate right. iiss Howe was dismissed from my 
steff for disloyalty to myself as principal, and to her 
co-workers.e She was paid in full up to the day she left 
the schoole 


Just as soon as I am able, I will send 
Miss Howe a chequee Not because I think it is due her, 
or because I have the slightest feeling of any moral 
obligation toward her; but because it is the wish of the 
Department that I should do 506

As you are probably aware, we also have 
to give some consideration to rates at nearby 
residential schools. The two near St. George's are 
now receiving the following amounts: 


1. Kamloops Residential School $255.00 
2, St. Mary's Mission Residential School $256.00 
As you are of course aware, neither of 
the above schools receives grants from the New England 
Company. ‘Therefore, we feel that Canon Hives has been 
fairly treated and that when the next cost of living 


index increase is granted, his school will be able to 
continue to function satisfactorily.
